Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 

1968. 


Dr.  G.  W.  Brown  left  the  service  to  return  to  general  practice 
on  the  7th  May,  1968,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  2 vacancies  remained 
on  your  establishment  for  Medical  Officers.  General  practitioners  have 
been  used,  as  far  as  possible,  to  fill  the  gap  in  the  service  so  created. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  difficulties  experienced  with  the 
extension  of  the  Lease  on  the  Netherton  Child  Welfare  Clinic  were 
overcome,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  the  service  throughout 
the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  next  Annual  Report  it  will  be  possible 
to  report  the  moving  of  this  Clinic  to  more  appropriate  premises. 

The  Bradley  Child  Welfare  Clinic  has  been  rehoused  in  the 
Bradley  Civic  Youth  Club. 

There  were  20,685  attendances  made  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics,  which  is  the  highest  figure  ever  recorded,  and  is  double  that 
for  the  year  1960.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  need  for  these 
services  increased,  even  though  a slight  fall  in  the  sale  of  welfare  foods 
continues. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a slight  increase,  the  number  of  births 
being  2,456.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  25,  as  compared  with  34 
the  previous  year,  and,  once  again,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there 
was  no  statistical  significance  between  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  among 
the  immigrant  population  and  that  of  the  rest  of  the  population. 

One  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  has  been  provided  weekly.  My  fore- 
boding in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  that  the  response  from  the  general 
public  would  not  be  maintained,  has  proved  wrong,  and  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  805  persons  were  examined,  and  52  re-examined. 

The  shortage  of  health  visiting  staff  continues  - the  establishment 
of  24  had  9 vacancies  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Two  bath  attendants 
were  appointed  to  the  Home  Nursing  Service  - they  have  proved 
invaluable,  in  so  far  as  they  have  relieved  the  District  Nurses  of  some 
of  their  duties. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  the  services  of  a 
third  full-time  Chiropodist,  and  it  is  hoped,  in  future  years,  to  show 
a rapid  expansion  in  this  direction. 
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The  incidence  of  venereal  diseases  has  shown  a dramatic  increase 
in  1968,  after  remaining  fairly  consistent  from  1962  to  1967  - 100 
additional  cases  of  gonorrhoea  are  reported. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis  shows  a reduction 
of  12  cases,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  reduction  is 
almost  entirely  due  to  a decrease  in  the  under  fifteen  year  olds. 

It  is  hoped  that  as  a consequence  of  all  secondary  school  children, 
newly-arrived  immigrants  of  all  ages,  and  all  new  Asiatic  school 
children  being  offered  B.C.G.  this  figure  will  be  further  reduced  in 
subsequent  Reports.  However,  the  tubercle  bacillus,  although  the 
cause  of  this  disease,  is  only  one  contributing  factor,  and,  until  environ- 
mental factors  can  be  adequately  dealt  with,  a dramatic  fall  cannot 
be  expected.  Two-thirds  of  all  notified  cases  were  immigrants. 

The  new  Adult  Training  Centre  was  opened  by  Lord  Balniel, 
M.P.,  on  Friday,  the  8th  November,  1968,  transfer  having  occurred  on 
Monday,  the  14th  October,  1968,  from  the  temporary  accommodation 
at  Fieldhead.  The  Centre  was  designed  to  accommodate  40  persons, 
and  already  had  45  on  the  Register  at  the  time  of  the  transfer.  The 
extension  which  is  planned  is  already  needed. 

The  Unit  at  Fieldhead,  which  was  vacated  by  the  Adult  Training 
Centre,  was,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  being  refurnished,  and  will  be 
opened  as  a Psychiatric  Day  Centre. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  implement  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies  in  their  area.  It  was  not  possible,  however,  during  the  present 
year,  for  a start  to  be  made  on  the  scheme  - hopes  remain  high  that 
the  next  Annual  Report  will  mark  the  start  of  this  scheme. 

The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  continued  during  the  year  - 
110  houses  being  represented  in  Clearance  Areas,  in  addition  there  were 
17  Closing  Orders  made,  and  20  Certificates  of  Unfitness  were  issued 
in  respect  of  Local  Authority  owned  properties.  These  figures  are 
disappointing,  but  it  must  be  appreciated  that  during  the  year  163 
houses  were  held  back  as  a consequence  of  difficulties  beyond  this 
Department’s  control. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Officers  for  their  help  and  co- 
operation. 

I also  wish  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and 
guidance  I have  received  from  the  Committees  which  are  responsible 
for  the  running  of  the  Services,  and,  in  particular,  from  their  Chairmen.

Live  Births 

There  were  3,361  live  births  notified  as  occurring  in  Huddersfield  during 
1968.  This  figure  includes  babies  born  in  Huddersfield  to  mothers  who  live 
outside  the  town,  and  the  Registrar  General’s  figure  of  live  births  occurring  to 
Huddersfield  residents  was  2,456.  204  children  were  born  at  home  in  Hudders- 

field, so  that  approximately  12%  were  domiciliary  deliveries. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  18.75  as  against  a rate  of  18.00  in  1967. 

The  Comparability  Factor  of  1.05  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
makes  possible  a comparison  with  other  areas  in  the  country.  The  corrected 
Birth  Rate  for  Huddersfield  is  19.69. 


Stillbirths 

The  stillbirths  number  37  giving  a Rate  of  14.84  per  1,000  total  live 
and  stillbirths.  This  is  a decrease  of  16  stillbirths  when  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  61  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  as  compared  with 
81  in  1967.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is,  therefore,  25  per  1,000  live  births, 
compared  with  34  for  1967.  The  figure  of  25  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  for  1966. 


Neo-Natal  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  occurring  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  were  44, 
giving  a Neo-Natal  Mortality  Rate  of  18,  compared  with  22  for  1967. 


Peri -Natal  Mortality 

Stillbirths  and  deaths  under  1 week  combined  together  form  a fairly 
reliable  index  of  the  loss  of  life  associated  with  the  risks  of  pregnancy  and  delivery. 

In  1968  there  were  74  cases,  giving  a Peri-Natal  Mortality  Rate  of 
30  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths,  compared  with  37  for  1967. 


Maternal  Mortality 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  1968,  giving  a Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  of  0.40  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.

Deaths 

During  1968,  1,714  deaths  occurred  amongst  Huddersfield  residents. 
When  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor  this  gives  a Death  Rate  from  all 
causes  of  12.69  compared  with  14.15  in  1967. 

The  Tables  on  pages  16,  17  and  18,  give  details  of  the  principal  causes 
of  death  at  all  ages.  There  was  a decrease  of  3 in  the  total  deaths  registered 
compared  with  the  figures  for  1967. 

The  diseases  showing  the  highest  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the 
year  were : 

1.  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease. 

2.  Cerebrovascular  Disease. 

3.  Various  types  of  neoplasm. 

It  will  be  noted  from  these  Tables  that  during  1968,  the  Registrar  General 
sub-divided  the  causes  of  death  into  many  more  causes  than  in  previous  years. 


Heart  Disease 

During  1968  there  were  548  deaths  from  heart  disease,  being  a decrease 
of  40  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  236  male  and  221  female  deaths  from  ischaemic  heart  disease. 


Cancer 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer,  including  leukaemia,  was  309,  an 
increase  of  22  on  the  figures  for  1967.  The  following  Table  shows  the  various 
sites  of  cancer  given  as  the  main  cause  of  death  during  1968: —

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Central  Clinic  increased  by  400  despite 
the  opening  of  the  Health  Visitor  Clinic  in  Netherton,  where  the  attendance 
nearly  doubled.

Three  Year  Old  Examinations 

The  total  number  of  examinations  was  1,632.  214  children  were  referred 
for  treatment  and  439  were  kept  under  observation. 


Infant  Mortality 

The  total  number  of  children  who  died  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
59.  35  babies  died  during  the  first  week  of  life  from  a total  of  42  who  died  during 
the  first  month. 


Deaths  during  the  First  Month 

The  main  cause  of  death  was  prematurity.  20  babies  died  from  this  cause. 
1 1 died  from  gross  congenital  defects ; 3 babies  died  as  a result  of  difficult 
deliveries,  and  in  4 cases  the  mother  suffered  from  abnormalities  of  pregnancy. 
16  babies  died  from  infections;  3 from  respiratory  distress  syndrome  and  2 
from  rhesus  incompatibility. 

In  this  group  of  42  infant  deaths  during  the  first  months,  14  mothers  were 
pregnant  for  the  first  time.  In  9 cases  the  mothers  were  pregnant  for  the  fourth 
time  or  more.  In  7 cases  the  living  conditions  were  poor.  All  the  deaths  occurred 
in  social  groups  3,  4 or  5,  except  one  in  social  group  1. 

1 1 babies  died  between  the  age  of  one  month  and  one  year.  2 of  these 
babies  died  from  congenital  defects  and  9 from  infections.  The  majority  of  them 
were  respiratory  infections.

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

Our  weekly  cervical  cytology  clinic  continues  to  draw  the  majority  of 
its  patients  from  the  higher  social  groups  but  the  Health  Visitors  are  trying 
to  bring  in  more  women  from  the  greater  risk  groups. 

Many  of  the  “first  timers”  attend  in  a state  of  apprehension,  but  usually 
leave  in  a much  happier,  relieved  state  of  mind  - the  most  common  remark 
at  the  end  of  the  examination  being  “Is  that  all,  doctor?” 

Many  of  these  women  have  heard  horrific  tales  from  “wellwishers”  on 
how  terrible  the  test  would  be  - not,  of  course,  from  patients  seen  at  the  Civic 
Centre ! 

Included  in  the  test  is  examination  of  the  breasts  with  instructions  for 
self-examination .

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DAY  NURSERIES 

The  number  of  Day  Nurseries  in  the  Borough  for  which  the  Corporation 
is  responsible  is  3,  with  accommodation  for  137  children.  These  Nurseries  are  an 
essential  for  those  mothers  who  have  to  go  out  to  work  because  of  family  cir- 
cumstances. In  addition,  many  other  mothers  find  them  useful  when  circum- 
stances make  it  necessary  that  a child  should  be  cared  for  during  the  day  outside 
its  own  home.  The  Corporation  Nurseries  aim  to  provide  a background  and,  as 
far  as  is  compatible  with  the  child’s  age,  try  to  educate  the  child  in  good  habits 
as  well  as  seeing  that  they  enjoy  playing  in  the  company  of  other  children.  It 
has  been  remarked  on  several  occasions  that  children  who  have  been  in  the 
Nurseries  make  good  pupils  when  they  first  go  to  school. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  has  maintained  the  high  level  which 
was  reported  in  the  last  Report. 

The  type  of  child  being  admitted  to  the  Nurseries  has  been,  in  the  main, 
where  there  was  necessity  on  social  grounds — e.g.  mothers  in  hospital,  or  needing 
to  work  because  of  being  divorced,  unmarried,  etc.  This  year,  as  last,  we  still 
have  a waiting  list  of  persons  wishing  to  place  their  child  into  a Nursery,  and 
admissions  have  been  restricted  to  cases  where  social  priority  exists. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  the  visit  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 
Mr.  K.  Robinson,  m.p.,  to  Southgate  Nursery,  and  the  visits  of  Miss  Heaney, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Visitor,  to  all  three  nurseries.  The  family  grouping  has 
now  been  extended  to  all  the  nurseries,  and  this  should  decrease  the  difficulty 
of  admissions  and,  at  the  same  time,  benefit  the  children  who  attend,  because 
of  the  similarity  of  home  life. 

The  Nurseries  have  been  the  training  ground  for  Girl  Guides  to  take 
the  Child  Care  Badges,  and  for  persons  visiting  prior  to  opening  Play  Centres, 
whilst  the  Matrons  continue  to  give  academic  training  to  the  Nursery  Nurses 
for  the  N.N.E.B.  Certificate.  There  has  been  an  increasing  interest  shown  by 
University  students,  College  students,  and  others,  in  the  Nurseries,  and  many 
persons  have  been  afforded  the  facilities  of  looking  round  one  or  two  of  the 
Nurseries  to  further  their  University,  or  College  studies.  The  Nursery  Matrons 
take  part  in  Careers  Conventions  for  local  schools.  Leeds  Road  Nursery  con- 
tinues to  be  used  in  the  training  of  nurses  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  St.  Luke’s 
and,  on  the  suggestion  from  Miss  Heaney,  Matrons  from  York  and  Leeds  have 
visited  this  nursery.  Also,  four  girls  from  Rawthorpe  school  are  attending  one 
day  per  week  for  a Child  Care  Certificate,  which  is  a pre-nursing  course. 

In  an  effort  to  involve  the  parents  in  nursery  activities,  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  activities  in  Home  Safety  Education. 

There  was  100%  pass  in  the  Nursery  Nurses’  Examination  and,  therefore, 
all  the  students  qualified.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  DENTAL  SERVICE 

John  A.  E.  Morris,  b.ch.d.,  l.d.s. 

Chief  Dental  Officer 

The  service  provided  has  followed  the  same  pattern  as  in  previous  years, 
although  difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  four  months  when  the  depart- 
ment was  without  a Chief  Dental  Officer.  Tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  part-time 
professional  staff  for  their  great  help  during  this  period. 

In  the  School  Dental  Service,  children  are  inspected  in  school  and  treat- 
ment is  offered  when  necessary.  In  this  way  decay  can  be  detected  at  an  early 
stage,  and  teeth  can  be  satisfactorily  filled.  However,  no  scheme  exists  to  invite 
pre-school  children  to  the  clinic  for  routine  inspection,  and  parents  are  left  to 
decide  at  what  age  their  child  should  embark  on  dental  treatment.  Invariably 
the  decision  is  made  too  late  when  the  teeth  are  in  an  advanced  state  of  decay, 
and  extraction  is  the  only  line  of  treatment. 

One  of  the  main  causes  of  this  very  early  decay  in  children  is  the  use  of 
dummies,  or  comforters,  in  connection  with  undiluted  vitamin  syrups  (orange 
juice,  rose  hip  syrup,  blackcurrant  juice,  etc.). 

Despite  serious  staffing  problems,  the  Department  is  endeavouring  to 
increase  the  number  of  fillings  in  deciduous  teeth.  Many  children  normally  retain 
these  teeth  until  the  age  of  ten  years.  Early  loss  of  deciduous  teeth  is  regrettable 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  normal  development  of  the  mouth,  and  often  results 
in  orthodontic  problems  in  later  years. 

It  is  not  widely  realised  that  the  Authority  provides  treatment  for 
children  who  are  below  school  age.  In  future,  a note  will  be  included  on  the 
consent  forms  used  in  connection  with  the  School  Dental  Service  to  publicise 
the  facilities  available  to  pre-school  children. 

I can  again  report  a favourable  ratio  of  filled  to  extracted  teeth,  and  I 
am  indebted  to  the  Dental  Auxiliary  for  her  excellent  and  consistent  work. 
The  experimental  stage  for  Dental  Auxiliaries  is  now  nearing  completion,  and 
from  1st  September,  1969,  they  will  be  a recognised  class  of  ancillary  worker 
under  the  Dentists’  Act,  1957.  Their  value  in  Local  Authority  work  is  proven 
beyond  doubt.  They  are  particularly  proficient  in  the  field  of  dental  health 
education  and  the  treatment  of  younger  children. 

Seventy-seven  per  cent,  of  the  pre-school  children  inspected  required 
treatment.  Past  experience  has  indicated  that  over  80%  of  infant  school  entrants 
require  dental  treatment.  These  facts  give  some  idea  of  the  problem  with  which 
we  are  faced.  The  reasons  for  this  devastating  and  widespread  attack  by  dental 
decay  on  the  teeth  of  tiny  children  are  manifold.  We  can  only  look  forward  to 
the  time  when  the  Authority’s  fluoridation  policy  is  implemented  and  takes 
effect.  Not  only  will  future  generations  benefit  during  childhood,  but  they  will 
be  equipped  with  stronger  teeth  throughout  life. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  encourage  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Authority. 
There  is  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  treatment  within  the  General  Dental  Services, 
and  there  is  the  obvious  advantage  that  the  General  Practitioner  can  retain 
these  women  as  patients  for  subsequent  courses  of  treatment  when  they  are 
no  longer  nursing  mothers.

During  the  year  under  review  the  staff  has  remained  constant,  i.e. 

1 Superintendent. 

1 Deputy  Superintendent. 

4 Teaching  Midwives. 

1 Non-teaching  Midwife. 

Mrs.  V.  Poppleton,  who  had  been  a district  midwife,  retired  in  April 
after  25  years  devoted  service  with  the  Authority.  Mrs.  P.  Heywood  was 
appointed  in  April  and  resigned  in  December  to  become  a mother  and  full-time 
housewife.  Miss  C.  M.  Steward  was  appointed  in  December. 

There  was  one  pupil  in  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  one 
commenced  training  in  March;  both  were  successful  in  gaining  their  Part  II 
midwifery  examination.  There  are  three  pupil  midwives  in  the  school  at  present. 

The  programme  of  training  in  Community  Health  has  been  greatly 
enlarged  and,  due  to  the  co-operation  of  various  heads  of  departments,  is  proving 
very  successful  in  the  instruction  of  pupils  on  this  subject. 

Whilst  the  number  of  domiciliary  midwives  and  cases  attended  show 
only  a slight  increase,  there  was  a heavy  demand  on  the  service,  due  to  a further 
increase  in  the  number  of  early  hospital  discharges. 

Relaxation,  mothercraft  and  parentcraft  classes  have  been  held  regularly 
throughout  the  year,  the  patients  taking  a marked  interest  in  these. 

Relaxation  classes,  ante-natal  instruction  and  care  have  also  been  under- 
taken at  Bryanwood  Home.  The  mothers  appear  to  have  appreciated  this 
greatly. 

There  has  been  a further  increase  in  the  ante-natal  visits  paid  to  patients 
in  their  own  homes. 

There  has  been  closer  liaison  and  co-operation  with  the  hospital  service, 
due  to  the  regular  visits  paid  by  Miss  Ridyard  to  the  Princess  Royal  Maternity 
Home.  Planned  early  discharge  has  also  been  introduced.

1968  has  been  a year  of  considerable  staff  changes.  Six  health  visitors 
left  the  service  during  the  year;  two  of  them  retired,  two  resigned  in  order  to 
gain  further  experience  in  coastal  areas,  and  two  in  order  to  increase  the  birth 
rate.  To  offset  these  losses,  one  full-time  health  visitor  was  appointed  during 
the  year  and  three  part-time  appointments  were  made,  bringing  the  hours 
worked  by  part-time  health  visitors  to  the  equivalent  of  one  full-time  worker. 
The  student  health  visitor  became  a fully  qualified  member  of  the  staff  in 
October. 

At  the  end  of  1968  the  number  of  health  visitors  was,  therefore,  only 
the  equivalent  of  15  full-time,  compared  with  18  at  the  end  of  1967.  Two  full- 
time and  six  part-time  clinic  nurses  completed  the  staff. 

With  these  losses,  the  average  number  of  visits  paid  to  babies  during 
their  first  year  of  life  dropped  from  10.8  to  8.2.  The  increased  number  of  visits 
paid  in  1967  to  the  1-5  year  old  children  was  not  significantly  reduced  this  year. 
The  number  of  initial  housing  reports  continued  to  rise,  289  being  required  in 
1968,  compared  with  236  in  1967. 

The  rise  in  the  number  of  Asiatic  births,  from  243  to  338,  has  mainly 
affected  the  work  of  health  visitors  in  three  distinct  areas  of  the  town,  and  the 
teaching  of  good  dietary  habits  and  general  child  care  in  conditions  strange  to 
the  mothers  has  continued.  The  West  Indian  population  is  now  accommodated 
more  evenly  throughout  the  Borough,  and  many  of  the  children  are  reaching 
school  age. 

The  re-opening  of  Netherton  Clinic  in  January  was  a very  welcome  event 
which  has  continued  to  be  appreciated  and  much  used  throughout  the  year. 
Five  months  later  Bradley  Clinic  was  transferred  to  bright  and  spacious  accom- 
modation in  the  new  Bradley  Civic  Youth  Club.  This  change  also  made  it 
possible  to  run  a Mothers’  Club  in  these  premises,  and  also  to  hold  more  frequent 
clinics  for  the  screening  of  infants’  hearing. 

One  health  visitor  attended  a non-residential  course  at  Manchester  on 
the  screening  testing  of  infants’  hearing.  Another  went  to  a residential  refresher 
course,  which  proved  useful  and  stimulating,  as  did  the  discussions  on  the  future 
of  the  personal  social  services,  organised  by  the  National  Institute  for  Social 
Work  Training,  and  attended  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

Visits  to  the  paediatric  and  geriatric  departments  of  hospitals,  and  to 
general  practitioners,  work  with  diabetics,  education  for  parenthood,  and  talks 
to  student  nurses,  and  various  voluntary  associations  have  all  continued. 

Whatever  the  future  may  hold  for  the  Health  Visiting  Service,  the 
immediate  problem  is  the  shortage  of  staff,  in  view  of  the  increasing  needs  of 
all  age  groups  within  the  community.

The  work  load  has  remained  much  the  same  as  in  former  years,  with  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  and  visits,  noticeably  so  in  the  group  of 
patients  who  have  received  treatment  for  tubercolosis,  the  majority  of  these 
patients  being  immigrants. 

Two  untrained  personnel  commenced  in  December,  and  were  given  in- 
service  training  as  bathing  attendants.  Their  duties  will  reduce  the  time  formerly 
spent  by  the  trained  nurses,  although  there  are  still  40%  of  patients,  requiring 
bathing  weekly,  receiving  attention  from  the  trained  nursing  staff. 

The  demand  on  the  Loan  Service  of  nursing  equipment  and  appliances 
remains  constant. 

As  from  1st  March,  19  Clare  Hill,  the  nurses’  home,  was  closed  as  a 
resident  home. 

The  Superintendent  attended  a residential  course  at  Crawley,  Sussex, 
10th  - 16th  November,  on  Appreciation  of  Management  Studies,  organised  by 
the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing. 

Two  nurses  were  successful  during  the  year  in  passing  the  district  nurse 
training  examination,  and  were  awarded  certificates  by  the  Queen’s  Institute 
of  District  Nursing,  and  the  National  Certificate  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  training  of  district  nurses  by  the  Queen’s  Institute  ceased  in  May. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  after  consultation  with  the 
Institute  and  Local  Authority  Associations,  concluded  that  the  time  had  come 
to  establish  unified  arrangements  for  training  and  examination  for  a single 
National  Certificate.  The  first  examination  was  held  in  September. 

There  are  2 nurses  in  training  at  the  time  of  this  report  under  these  new 
arrangements,  and  they  will  take  the  examination  in  January,  1969. 

The  system  by  which  student  nurses  from  the  Huddersfield  Royal 
Infirmary  make  observation  visits  with  the  district  nurses  has  been  continued 
throughout  the  year.

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VACCINATIONS  & IMMUNISATIONS 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox,  and  Immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Tetanus,  are  all  available  through 
the  Clinics  of  the  Health  Department. 

On  the  1st  May,  1968,  a circular  was  sent  to  all  general  practitioners 
stating  that  vaccine  for  vaccination  against  Measles  was  available  for  those 
general  practitioners  who  wished  to  carry  out  their  own  campaign.  In  June, 
1968,  vaccination  was  offered  to  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  attended 
the  Clinics  run  by  the  Health  Department.  General  practitioners  vaccinated 
351  children,  and  345  children  were  vaccinated  in  the  Clinics  by  members  of 
the  Health  Department  staff. 

All  these  services  are  also  carried  out  by  family  doctors,  and  supplies  of 
the  necessary  material  are  available  at  the  Health  Department. 

Throughout  the  year  special  vaccination  and  immunisation  sessions 
were  held  at  all  the  clinics.

Primary  Immunisation 


Since  1963  the  method  of  keeping  statistics  has  been  revised  to  show 
the  total  number  of  children  born  in  the  year  who  have  had  primary  immunisa- 
tion against  diphtheria.

The  trend  continues  as  in  past  years,  where  the  Ambulance  Service  is 
called  upon  to  carry  an  ever  increasing  number  of  patients,  and  this  year  an 
increase  of  4,121  were  carried  above  the  figure  for  last  year  and,  consequently, 
an  increased  mileage  of  9,848. 

These  increased  figures  for  patients  and  mileage  would  have  shown  a 
greater  increase  but  for  the  co-operation  of  Doctors  and  Hospital  Authorities 
as  shown  in  the  Table  below. 

Due  to  increases  in  tax  on  motor  fuels  this  has  increased  the  cost  per  mile 
by  .39  pence.

CHIROPODY 

Reginald  M.  Naylor,  M.ch.s.,  s.R.ch.,  f.r.s.h. 

An  increase  in  the  establishment  made  it  possible  to  appoint  an  additional 
Chiropodist.  Mr.  Dunsby  took  up  his  appointment  on  the  1st  July,  1968. 

The  school  children  are  attended  to  in  school  clinic,  due  to  the  large 
numbers  requiring  treatment  for  verruca.  A few  of  them  are  referred  to  the 
Chiropody  Clinic,  and  these  are  attended  to  in  the  Friday  morning  session  in 
the  Chiropody  Clinic. 

The  Chiropody  Clinic  at  Brackenhall  Welfare  Clinic  was  commenced 
on  October  30th,  1968,  and  the  sessions  are  held  on  a Wednesday  morning,  and 
are  slowly  improving  after  a quiet  commencement. 

Close  co-operation  between  the  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses 
results  in  many  cases  being  referred.

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ANTI-SMOKING  CLINIC 

Only  one  course  was  held  during  the  year,  during  October/November. 
Apart  from  the  usual  crowd  on  the  first  night,  10  people  attended  at  all  regularly, 
the  average  attendance  being  about  6 per  session.  The  average  age  was  34  years 
(less  than  usual),  male/female  ratio  being  3/2.  They  were  mixed  professional  and 
skilled  manual  workers,  with  an  average  consumption  of  20  cigarettes  daily  for 
an  average  of  19  years. 

Despite  the  small  numbers,  the  course  was  considered  a success,  as  5 
people  had  stopped  smoking  by  the  end  of  the  course.  All  of  them  wanted  to 
stop  - health  and  financial  reasons  being  equally  given. 

Follow  up 

Very  few  previous  attenders  answered  follow  up  questionnaires,  but 
of  the  6 who  did,  one  had  kept  his  resolution  to  stop  smoking  after  six  months, 
one  after  twelve  months  and  three  after  eighteen  months.  One  had  relapsed  into 
his  former  habit  two  months  after  stopping. 


CO-ORDINATING  COMMITTEE  FOR 
NEGLECTED  CHILDREN 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  Co-ordinating  Officer  for  this 
Committee,  which  has  been  appointed  as  a result  of  a recommendation  contained 
in  the  Joint  Circular  of  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Education  and  Home  Office. 

The  Committee  consists  of  Officers  of  the  Corporation  and  Officers  of 
Statutory  Bodies  concerned  with  the  well-being  of  children,  together  with 
representatives  of  Voluntary  Organisations  who  are  concerned  with  the  same 
problem.

Families  are  reviewed  at  regular  intervals.  Their  needs  are  assessed,  in 
order  that  families  may  receive  the  help  needed. 
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RECUPERATIVE  HOLIDAYS  AND  CONVALESCENCE 

During  the  year  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Health  Committee  agreed 
to  pay  the  maintenance  and  travelling  charges  for  the  cost  of  8 patients  having 
a convalescent  holiday. 

Previous  to  December,  1968,  all  patients  who  were  sent  on  convalescent 
holidays  had  all  expenses  paid  by  the  Health  Committee.  In  December,  1968, 
the  Health  Committee  approved  a scheme  for  ascertaining  the  charges  for 
convalescent  treatment  and  so,  from  this  date,  all  applicants  for  convalescent 
holidays  will  be  assessed  on  the  scale  in  operation.

REGISTRATION  OF  NURSING  HOMES 

The  supervision  of  Nursing  Homes  is,  in  pursuance  of  the  Nursing  Homes 
Act  1963,  the  responsibility  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  is  only  one  Home  registered  in  Huddersfield  - The  “Thornhill” 
Nursing  Home,  6,  Thornhill  Road,  Edgerton,  Huddersfield.  (Telephone  Number 
Huddersfield  21287).  This  Home  has  accommodation  as  follows: —

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Many  branches  of  the  Department  have  taken  part  in  Health  Education, 
including  health  visitors,  midwives,  mental  welfare  officers,  public  health 
inspectors  and  the  medical  staff. 

Stork  Club 

Run  jointly  by  health  visitors  and  mid  wives.  These  classes  for  expectant 
mothers  have  continued,  214  being  the  total  attendance.  The  film  “To  Janet 
a Son’’  has  been  shown  17  times,  husbands  often  attending  with  their  wives. 
Shortage  of  staff  has  meant  reduction  in  the  number  of  sessions  in  the  latter 
half  of  the  year. 

Outside  Groups 

Talks  to  young  wives  and  similar  groups  have  been  given  by  health 
visitors;  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  has  given  talks 
with  a film  show  on  cytology.  A tape  with  slides  was  used  with  one  such  group 
by  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  a talk  about  drugs. 

There  has  been  an  increased  demand  on  the  part  of  schools  and  colleges 
for  leaflets  and  posters;  Scouts  and  Guides  have  shown  a particular  interest 
in  anti-smoking  publicity.  Five  talks  to  such  groups  have  been  given  by  public 
health  inspectors. 

Schools 

Liaison  has  continued  with  head  masters  of  secondary  schools,  especially 
informing  them  of  audio-visual  aids  available.  Those  in  stock  at  the  Department 
include  films  on  sex  and  smoking,  numerous  film  strips,  also  a tape  and  slides 
on  home  safety.  The  latter,  incidentally,  is  planned  to  be  shown  at  one  of  the 
day  nurseries.  An  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended  one  school  to 
introduce  a him  “The  Fight  against  Bacteria’’;  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  accompanied  him  to  a showing  at  another  school  of  the  him  “Drugs  and 
the  Nervous  System’’,  which  is  to  be  bought  by  the  Department.  This  is  a 
hrst-class  him,  and  is  very  popular  with  pupils  and  their  teachers. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  the  year  the  Department  undertook  the  medical  examination 
of  353  persons  in  connection  with  their  entry  into  Corporation  Service.  This 
hgure  is  109  more  than  the  number  for  1967. 

In  addition,  5 persons  were  examined  on  behalf  of  other  authorities. 

Medical  Officers  also  examined  221  teachers  and  student  teachers  in 
accordance  with  a nationally  agreed  scheme. 

The  introduction  of  medical  and  bacteriological  examination  of  persons 
handling  food  in  the  School  Meals  Service,  as  well  as  those  in  the  Health  Depart- 
ment so  employed,  has  resulted  in  166  additional  medical  examinations.  It  is 
hoped  to  extend  this  to  all  persons  so  employed  in  the  Local  Authority  for  the 
ensuing  year. 


INCONTINENCE  PADS 

The  Department  provide  disposable  pads  for  use  by  incontinent 
patients  under  arrangements  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  14/68. 
During  the  year  almost  7,000  pads  were  given  out. 

It  should  be  noted  that  much  of  the  work  for  incontinent  patients  was 
carried  out  by  the  Domestic  Help  Laundry  Service,  which  is  currently  dealing 
with  40  patients. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

F.  Wood 

Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer 


Staffing  still  remains  a problem,  though  the  position  is  not  quite  so  serious 
as  when  the  last  report  was  issued.  One  female  Officer  left  the  staff  for  domestic 
reasons,  and  she  was  replaced  by  two  other  female  Officers  who  require  a period 
of  training  before  taking  up  the  full  duties  of  a Mental  Welfare  Officer.  One, 
however,  was  a member  of  the  Health  Department  staff,  and  so  has  a good 
knowledge  of  the  work  of  a Local  Health  Authority.  The  benefit  of  these  appoint- 
ments to  the  Department  will  be  apparent  during  the  year  ahead. 


As  a consequence  of  the  intensive  work  by  Mr.  John  J.  Crowley,  Regional 
Officer  for  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health,  and  the  very  active 
support  of  Mrs.  K.  Hinchcliffe,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  Social 
Service,  Huddersfield,  a steering  committee  met  for  the  first  time  in  February 
of  this  year  to  ascertain  the  possibility  of  forming  a iocal  branch  of  the  National 
Body.  Finally,  at  an  inaugural  meeting  held  in  the  Lecture  Hall  of  the  Health 
Department,  Civic  Centre,  High  Street,  Huddersfield,  on  Thursday,  7th  Nov- 
ember, 1968,  with  the  full  support  of  the  statutory  and  voluntary  agencies 
involved  in  mental  health  and  general  welfare  services,  the  Huddersfield  Branch 
of  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  was  successfully  launched,  and  the 
necessary  officers  and  members  constituting  the  executive  committee  duly 
appointed. 


The  long  desired  new  purpose  built  Adult  Training  Centre  was  officially 
opened  by  Lord  Balniel,  m.p.,  Chairman  of  the  National  Association  for  Mental 
Health,  on  Friday,  the  8th  day  of  November,  1968.  The  ceremony  was  very  well 
attended  by  the  parents  of  the  trainees,  and  the  guests  were  welcomed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Alderman  J.  H.  Garnett,  m.r.c.s.,  l.r.c.p. 


Because  the  Centre  is  more  central  than  the  premises  formerly  used  for 
the  purpose  of  a social  club,  and  the  Health  Committee  having  graciously 
sanctioned  its  use  for  this  purpose,  it  was  decided,  early  in  December,  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  re-opening.  A conjoint  meeting  between  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  of  the  adjoining  County  Authority,  and  the  officers  of  this  Authority, 
decided  to  go  ahead,  agreeing  that  selected  patients  and  ex-patients  should  be 
invited  to  attend  a meeting  in  the  Centre,  when  they  could  see  for  themselves 
the  premises  and  facilities  which  could  now  be  offered  them.  It  was  not 
possible,  however,  to  arrange  this  until  early  January,  1969. 


Support  for  this  venture  was  also  promised  by  members  of  the  newly- 
formed  branch  of  the  Local  Association  for  Mental  Health,  as  it  is  agreed  that 
this  is  one  avenue  via  which  they  may  approach  the  problems  of  mental  illness, 
gaining  insight  and  experience  without  much  involvement.  They  could  also  be 
extremely  useful  in  transporting  the  more  eMerly  person  and  those,  who  as  yet, 
are  not  quite  capaffile  of  travelling  on  their  own  or,  who  are  reluctant  to  be  in 
the  presence  of  strangers. 


In  early  December  information  was  given  to  me  that  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  obviously  in  agreement  with  the  Mental  Health  staff,  of  the 
urgent  need  of  a clinic  for  sub-normals,  had  appointed  a further  Consultant  in 
Subnormality  for  this  area.  It  was  also  stated  that  arrangements  had  been 
made  between  the  Consultant  in  Psychiatry  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Crosland 
Moor,  Huddersfield,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Huddersfield,  for  the 
Consultant  to  have  clinic  facilities  within  the  hospital,  and  within  the  Civic 
Centre  in  Huddersfield,  and  we  are  pleased  to  welcome  Dr.  M.  B.  Guckian,  of 
Meanwood  Park  Hospital,  Leeds.  As  is  usual,  thanks  must  be  given  to  Dr.  P. 
Harvey,  of  Meanwood  Park  Hospital,  Leeds,  who  has  so  willingly  come  to  our 
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assistance  in  time  of  need,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  will  continue  to  be 
available  to  us,  at  least  in  some  degree.  Dr.  Guckian  is  to  commence  duty  in 
Huddersfield  on  the  7th  January,  1969. 

This  is  an  advance  step  forward  and  we  now  hope  that  sympathetic 
consideration  will  be  given  to  our  plea  that  a few  beds  will  be  made  available 
to  us  at  distances,  less  than  at  present,  for  use  in  time  of  emergency.  It  is  also 
hoped  that  next  year  will  see  the  fulfilment  of  the  idea  that  the  Hostel  at  Lindley 
will  cater  for  both  male  and  female  patients,  and  that  the  proposed  Hostel  for 
subnormals  at  Clare  Hill,  Huddersfield,  will  become  functional.  This  will  relieve 
the  hospital  from  catering  for  certain  classes  of  patients  for  whom  we  ask 
“short  term  care”  as  well  as  for  those  who  are  in  need  of  some  supervision 
whilst  they  are  still  able  to  do  a day’s  work. 

Mental  Health  Week  (June  9th  to  15th,  1968),  having  as  its  theme 
“Targets  for  Tomorrow”  was  thus  aimed  at  enlightening  the  public  about  the 
problems  presented  by  the  mental  disorder  and  what  we  can  do,  and  what  is 
being  done  to  help  the  sufferer  and  alleviate  the  burdens  on  the  family. 

Liaison  with  the  local  press  was  excellent  and  sufficient  space  was 
allocated  as  to  enable  articles  written  by  a doctor-patient,  a psychiatrist,  and 
a mental  welfare  officer  to  be  published. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  performed  in  the  Industrial  and  Occupational 
Therapy  Departments  at  Storthes  Hall  Hospital,  Kirkburton,  near  Hudders- 
field, and  the  Occupational  Therapy  Unit  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Huddersfield 
was  displayed  in  the  Civic  Centre  Lecture  Hall.  Stands  also  displayed  literature 
and  data  about  alcoholism,  drug  dependence,  intelligence  testing  aids,  and  the 
work  of  a Child  Guidance  Clinic.  Films  were  also  shown  and  the  one,  “Drugs 
and  the  Nervous  System”  created  a great  interest,  especially  amongst  the 
adolescents  and  senior  school  children  and  their  teachers.  The  response  to  this 
was  requests  that  the  film  be  shown  in  schools,  and  this  has  been  done,  with, 
we  hope,  a positive  result. 

To  implement  the  displays  and  films,  colour  slides  were  shown  in  con- 
junction with  a synchronised  tape  commentary  on  the  work  of  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  and  the  services  which  a Local  Health  Authority  provide. 
Colour  slides  also  enlarged  upon  the  activities  within  the  hospitals,  the  junior 
and  adult  training  centres,  as  well  as  portraying  the  layout  and  decor  of  the 
buildings.  For  the  loan  of  certain  slides  and  a film  produced  by  the  hospital 
staff  at  Storthes  Hall  our  thanks  must  be  recorded. 

A special  feature  during  the  week  was  the  Open  Day  at  each  hospital, 
the  training  centres  and  a special  school.  Attendances  at  each  were  progressively 
greater  as  the  week  neared  its  close.  The  total  number  of  visitors  to  the  Exhibition 
numbered  764,  and  that  to  the  hospitals  and  training  centres,  368. 

The  children  at  Brook  House,  the  special  care  unit  and  creche,  also 
played  their  part  in  making  this  week  a success.  Under  the  guidance  of  their 
supervisor  a booklet  was  produced  which  illustrates  their  activities  and  the 
events  which  have  occurred  during  the  year.  This  production  was  a really 
incredible  feat  and  it  is  greatly  regretted  that  it  cannot  be  reproduced  here. 

Dr.  P.  Wintersgill  has  been  given  the  specific  task  of  looking  after  the 
children  and  adults  at  the  Junior  Training  Centre  and  Adult  Training  Centre. 
It  is  thus  hoped  that  regular  physical  and  mental  reviews  will  be  undertaken. 

Close  co-operation  between  the  Manager  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre, 
Mr.  A.  F.  Shelton,  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  has  had  a good  effect  on  the 
trainees  and  has  improved  relationships  with  their  parents.

The  year  started  off  with  a trip  to  the  Pantomime  financed  by  the  local 
branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children. 

An  Open  Day  was  held  on  June  11th  during  Mental  Health  Week  but, 
unfortunately,  this  was  very  poorly  attended. 

During  the  Summer  Term  resignations  were  received  from  three  of  the 
four  members  of  staff,  and  the  fourth  member  was  transferred  to  Brook  House 
to  take  day-to-day  charge  there  from  the  beginning  of  the  Autumn  Term. 

This  meant  an  entirely  new  staff  at  the  Centre  and,  as  some  of  those 
appointed  were  unable  to  start  at  the  beginning  of  term,  for  almost  half  the  term 
the  Centre  was  understaffed.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties  caused  by  these  staff 
changes  there  were  encouraging  signs  by  the  end  of  term  of  a growing  stability 
among  the  children  and  a better  discipline  which  makes  the  possibility  of  more 
constructive  work  in  the  New  Year  very  hopeful.

There  were  a number  of  staff  changes  during  the  second  half  of  the  year, 
mostly  due  to  the  changes  at  the  Junior  Training  Centre  and  the  introduction  of 
joint  supervision  of  the  two  centres.  We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of 
Dr.  Bodoano  on  her  retirement,  but  her  duties  have  been  very  ably  undertaken 
by  Dr.  Fletcher. 

An  Open  Day  was  held  on  the  14th  June  during  Mental  Health  Week. 
The  visitors,  of  whom  there  were  68,  saw  the  normal  activities  of  the  Centre. 

The  Christmas  Party  was  held  on  the  13th  December  and,  as  usual,  a 
good  time  was  had  by  all. 

There  have  been  continued  visits  by  the  Speech  Therapist  and  Physio- 
therapist, and  help  and  advice  given  by  these  specialists  is  invaluable. 

Despite  the  upset  and  adjustment  to  new  staff  there  has  been  steady 
progress  among  the  children  and  it  was  a great  joy  to  see  one  child  transferred 
to  Holly  Bank  Special  School  for  a trial  period. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Ambulance  Service  for  the  efficiency  with  which 
they  transport  the  children  to  and  from  the  Centre. 


FIELDHEAD  HOSTEL 

During  the  past  year  a number  of  rooms  have  been  decorated  and 
furnishings  improved. 

There  have  been  five  admissions  and  nine  discharges,  leaving  us  at  the 
moment  with  only  eight  residents,  but  we  are  hoping  to  admit  some  male 
residents  early  in  the  New  Year  and  make  it  a mixed  Hostel. 

Four  of  the  residents  are  in  full-time  employment,  one  is  working  part- 
time,  one  attends  the  Adult  Training  Centre  and  the  remaining  two  are  kept 
busy  in  the  Hostel. 

Of  the  nine  discharges,  only  one  relapsed  and  had  to  return  to  hospital. 
Three  found  alternative  accommodation,  the  remaining  five  returned  home. 


On  June  6th  we  were  honoured  by  a visit  from  the  Minister  of  Health, 
Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson. 
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ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE

The  Manager  commenced  his  duties  at  the  Adult  Training  Centre, 
Fieldhead,  on  the  19th  August,  1968. 

On  the  14th  October,  1968,  we  moved  from  Fieldhead  to  the  new  purpose- 
built  Adult  Training  Centre,  sited  at  Swallow  Street,  Huddersfield. 

The  new  Centre  will  accommodate  40  adult  trainees  and  will,  at  a future 
date,  be  extended  to  accommodate  a further  40  trainees. 

The  Centre  is  open  from  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  Monday  to  Friday.  The  instal- 
lation of  a time  recording  clock,  a laundry  unit  and  a variety  of  contract  work 
will  help  trainees  to  adjust  to  realistic  workshop  conditions. 

On  Friday  the  8th  November,  1968,  the  Adult  Training  Centre  was 
officially  opened  by  Lord  R.  A.  L.  Balniel,  m.p.,  the  Chairman  of  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health.  Lord  Balniel  unveiled  a plaque  in  the  main 
entrance  hall. 

After  the  unveiling  ceremony,  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee, 
Alderman  J.  H.  Garnett,  invited  the  official  party  and  guests  to  inspect  the 
Centre. 


A social  training  and  further  education  programme  is  in  operation  and 
takes  place  during  the  last  hour  every  day. 

Small  groups  of  trainees  are  given  training  in  the  preparation  of  simple 
meals,  personal  cleanliness  and  appearance,  concept  of  number  and  money 
values,  using  public  transport,  as  well  as  preparation  for  leisure,  which  helps 
trainees  to  enjoy  a fuller  life  in  the  community. 


All  trainees  receive  l/6d.  per  day  attendance  money.  A bonus  scheme 
has  been  introduced  and  trainees  can  earn  more  money. 

The  amount  earned  is  determined  by  the  progress  the  trainee  makes 
in  the  following  four  areas:  timekeeping,  care  of  tools  and  equipment,  effort 
and  personal  appearance,  production. 

The  Christmas  Party  was  on  the  20th  December,  1968,  and  was  attended 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Alderman  J.  H.  Garnett,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Brierley,  and  officers  of  the  Health  Department. 

Traditional  “Christmas  Fare”  was  very  kindly  provided  by  the  parents 
of  trainees  attending  the  Centre.  At  7-30  p.m.  transport  was  provided  to  take 
trainees  home. 

A meeting  of  all  the  parents  of  the  trainees  was  held  at  the  Centre  on 
Monday  evening,  the  30th  December,  1968,  at  8 p.m.,  to  give  the  parents  an 
opportunity  to  discuss  with  Dr.  Brierley  and  the  staff  at  the  Centre  any  matter 
in  connection  with  the  trainees  and  the  Centre.

DOMESTIC  HELP 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  be  most  helpful  to  the  sick  and 
elderly  and  once  again  the  demand  for  the  service  has  increased  over  the  past 
year.  This  is  due  mainly  to  the  domiciliary  care  of  the  elderly.  The  majority  of 
elderly  people  prefer  to  stay  in  their  own  homes  as  long  as  possible  and  the 
Home  Help  Service  enables  them  to  do  this.  Many  of  the  elderly  benefit  from 
the  early  morning  service  which  is  covered  adequately. 

Requests  for  the  Service  come  from  the  Almoners,  General  Practitioners, 
Home  Nurses,  Welfare  Department  and  Social  Security.  Following  this  a visit 
is  paid  by  the  Home  Help  Organiser  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  help  required. 


Night  Service 

The  Service  continues  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  relatives  of  patients 
who  for  various  reasons  are  unable  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 


Evening  Service 

The  evening  service  is  used  mainly  for  the  elderly  and  chronic  sick  who 
are  temporarily  bedfast  and  need  attention  during  the  evening. 


T.B.  Patients 

The  number  of  T.B.  patients  has  remained  stationary  during  the  year. 


Maternity  Cases 

The  number  of  confinement  cases  helped  during  the  year  is  less  than  in 
the  previous  year. 


General  Cases 

There  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  general  cases  helped  during 
the  year. 


Laundry  Service 

The  laundry  service  for  incontinent  patients  continues  to  be  of  great 
help  to  the  relatives  and  the  Home  Nurses.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

On  the  1st  October,  1968,  The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations  1968,  came  into  operation.  Certain  changes  in  notification  pro- 
cedures, and  the  diseases  to  be  notified  took  effect  with  the  coming  into  operation 
of  this  Act. 

Although  the  following  diseases  are  listed  on  the  following  Table  on 
page  75  the  figures  for  these  diseases  relate  only  to  the  30th  September,  1968 
as,  after  this  date,  these  diseases  were  not  notifiable. :

There  was  a decrease  of  12  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
when  compared  with  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 


Dysentery 

During  1968  there  was  an  increase  of  23  in  the  number  of  notifications 
of  Dysentery  compared  with  1967. 


Scarlet  Fever 

The  34  cases  notified  in  1968  were  36  less  than  the  number  notified  in 
the  previous  year. 


Pneumonia 

It  is  not  really  possible  to  give  a fair  comparison  between  the  number 
of  cases  notified  in  1968,  compared  with  those  notified  in  1967,  for,  as  stated 
above,  Pneumonia  ceased  to  be  notifiable  on  the  30th  September,  1968. 


Infective  Jaundice 

The  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations  1968  came  into 
operation  on  the  15th  June,  1968.  From  this  date,  to  the  31st  December,  1968, 
7 notifications  of  the  disease  were  received  in  the  Health  Department. 
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HOME  VISITOR’S  REPORT 


During  the  year  834  visits  were  made  by  the  Home  Visitor.  Of  these 
532  were  in  connection  with  infectious  disease,  compared  with  451  in  the  previous 
year. 

81  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  removed  to  Hospital,  compared  with 
155  in  1967. 

142  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  isolated  at  home,  compared  with  149 
in  the  previous  year. 

This  year  102  cases  of  Dysentery  were  dealt  with,  compared  with  68 
in  the  previous  year.  Of  these:

Day  Nurseries 

This  year  4 cases  of  dysentery  occurred  in  one  nursery. 


Mentally  Handicapped  Children 

No  cases  of  dysentery  have  occurred  this  year  in  any  Centre. 


School  Meals  Services 

Specimens  of  faeces  continued  to  be  submitted  of  any  staff  suffering  from 
intestinal  disorders.  These  were  found  to  be  free  of  infection,  and  no  cases  of 
Dysentery  or  Food  Poisoning  were  isolated  during  the  year. 

All  new  staff  are  screened  before  taking  up  employment. 


Scarlet  Fever 

The  number  of  cases  isolated  in  hospital  and  at  home  again  showed  a 
decrease  this  year.  34  cases  were  isolated,  compared  with  68  in  1967. 


Salmonella  Infection 

During  the  year  5 cases  of  Salmonella  Infection  were  isolated,  compared 
with  15  in  the  previous  year. 

In  one  case  the  patient  was  a crew  member  of  a ship  returning  from  the 
Middle  East. 

The  source  of  infection  in  a second  case  was  in  Majorca,  as  the  patient 
became  ill  whilst  on  holiday  there. 

Enquiries  failed  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  in  the  remaining  3 cases 
which  were  of  a sporadic  nature. 

The  varieties  were  all  Salmonella  typhimurium. 
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Dirty  Houses 

The  Disinfestation  and  Cleansing  Squad,  disinfested,  removed  rubbish, 
and  rough  cleansed  one  house  prior  to  “follow  on  action”  by  the  Home  Help 
Service. 


Dirty  Persons 

During  the  year  one  filthy  person  was  given  a hot  bath  and  clothing 
disinfected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Home  Visitor. 


Scabies 

12  visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering 
from  scabies. 


Disinfections 

4 premises  were  disinfested  in  connection  with  vermin. 

28  premises  were  disinfected  after  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
having  occurred  in  the  house. 

42  library  books  were  disinfected  after  removal  from  houses  where 
infectious  disease  had  occurred.

The  number  of  T.B.  notifications  this  year  has  remained  fairly  static 
at  119,  a reduction  of  12  over  the  previous  year’s  high  figure. 

A pleasing  reduction  of  12  in  the  age  group  0-15  may  be  regarded  as  a 
hopeful  sign  that  all  the  work  done  in  the  schools  is  starting  to  show  dividends. 
Especially  useful  is  the  testing  of  immigrant  children  as  they  pass  through 
Spring  Grove  Annexe  before  being  placed  in  other  schools  in  the  Borough. 
This  often  brings  to  light  cases  of  early  disease  that  can  be  promptly  treated 
and  so  avoid  the  spread  of  infection. 

As  before  the  incidence  of  T.B.  in  immigrants  has  been  high  - over  60% 
of  notifications  being  found  in  this  section  of  the  public.  We  are  not  yet  seeing 
the  “hoped-for”  reduction  in  these  figures  in  spite  of  stricter  health  controls 
at  ports  of  entry. 

There  has  been  a 50%  reduction  of  T.B.  deaths  this  year  and  again  they 
are  mostly  in  the  age  group  35  -f . 

The  B.C.G.  Campaign  in  schools  continues  as  before,  and  4 schools  were 
screened  following  the  finding  of  T.B.  in  these  schools. 

Whilst  the  overall  picture  is  slightly  better  than  last  year,  the  figures 
remain  higher  than  we  would  wish  and  call  for  very  careful  watching.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


During  the  year  the  Survey  carried  out  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
in  the  Borough  during  March  and  May,  1968,  1,806  persons  were  examined, 
but  not  all  of  them  were  Huddersfield  residents.  Of  the  persons  examined  1,032 
were  men,  and  774  were  females. 

Only  14  cases  were  recalled  for  a larger  film  to  be  taken,  but  unfortun- 
ately 3 cases  of  active  tuberculosis  were  found  amongst  the  14.  In  1967,  18 
cases  were  recalled  for  a larger  film,  and  6 cases  of  active  tuberculosis  were 
found.  Four  cases  of  inactive  tuberculosis  were  discovered,  and  6 cases  of  other 
abnormalities.

TESTS  PERFORMED  DURING  1968 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  this  is  the  100th  Annual  Report  to  be  submitted  on  Environmental 
Hygiene  concerning  Huddersfield  since  its  incorporation  as  a Borough,  it  may 
be  appropriate  to  comment  briefly  on  the  past. 

At  its  incorporation,  the  7th  July,  1868,  the  Borough  included  the 
townships  of  Huddersfield,  Lockwood,  Dalton,  Almondbury  and  Lindley  cum 
Quarmby.  The  area  extended  over  10,177  acres  with  a population  of  72,000. 
The  township  of  Longwood  was  added  a few  years  later.  During  the  1930’s 
the  present  parts  of  the  Borough,  including  Cowlersley,  Milnsbridge,  Fixby, 
Netherton,  South  Crosland  and  Colne  Bridge  were  added,  bringing  the  present 
acreage  to  a total  of  14,147  with  a population  of  some  132,120. 

At  first  the  most  urgent  matter  requiring  attention  was  sanitation. 
Houses  were  without  drams,  privies  and  ashpits.  Middens  and  accumulations 
of  refuse  were  common-place.  The  collection  of  night  soil  was  hapazard.  What 
drains  there  were  discharged  into  streams,  the  rivers  and  the  canal.  Gradually 
over  a period  of  time  sewers  were  laid  and  extended  as  also  were  water  mains. 
Tub-closets  replaced  privies  and  were  in  turn  replaced  by  water  closets,  and 
ashpits  were  ultimately  abolished. 

By  1888  there  were  11,000  tubs  in  use,  four  years  later  this  number  had 
increased  to  15,000.  In  1925  a scheme  was  introduced  for  the  conversion  of 
tub  closets  and  privies  to  water  closets.  During  the  first  year  there  were  1,731 
conversions  and  by  1933  this  number  had  increased  to  11,501  out  of  a total  of 
12,469  tub  closets  and  221  privies.  At  the  present  time  tub  closets  are  only  in 
use  where  there  is  no  sewer  and/or  water  supply  available.  During  the  past  year 
the  majority  of  the  tub  closets  previously  in  use  in  part  of  the  Birchencliffe 
and  Grimscar  Valley  area  have  been  converted  as  the  result  of  the  laying  of  the 
Grimscar  Valley  Sewer.  By  1925  all  the  ashpits  in  the  Borough  had  been  abolished 
and  replaced  by  dust  bins. 

During  1871  smoke  observations  were  taken  for  the  first  time  and  con- 
tinued to  be  taken,  with  variations  in  the  period  of  time  allowed  for  the  discharge 
of  black  smoke,  until  1956.  The  passing  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  provided 
for  the  making  of  regulations  prescribing  the  periods  of  time  during  which  smoke 
of  a certain  density  could  be  discharged.  Also  under  this  Act  provisions  were 
made,  for  the  first  time,  for  dealing  with  smoke  from  domestic  chimneys.  The 
Act  provided  for  the  making  of  smoke  control  areas.  The  first  Smoke  Control 
Order  came  into  operation  during  1959  and  since  that  time  eleven  further  orders 
have  been  made  involving  some  22,466  premises. 

Measurement  of  pollution  in  the  atmosphere  from  solid  matter  and 
sulphur  dioxide  commenced  at  five  stations  in  1950.  In  1962  the  Department 
of  Industrial  and  Scientific  Research  set  up  a working  party  on  a National 
Survey  of  Air  Pollution,  to  obtain  detailed  knowledge  of  the  distribution  of 
smoke  and  sulphur  in  certain  areas  throughout  the  country.  The  Corporation 
assisted  in  the  scheme  and  a further  two  stations  were  set  up.  Daily  measure- 
ments of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations  are  made. 

Since  the  first  year  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  examination  of  food 
which  later  involved  the  inspection  of  food  premises,  most  attention  being  paid 
to  milk  and  meat.  Visits  to  cowsheds  were  commenced  and  in  due  course  these 
were  made  by  a veterinary  surgeon  and  were  continued  to  be  made  until  1937 
when  this  duty  passed  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 
Samples  of  milk  were  obtained  both  for  quality  and  cleanliness.  In  1922  special 
designations  for  milk  were  introduced  and  in  1954  the  Borough  became  a 
“specified  area”  in  which  only  designated  milk  could  be  sold.  Tubercle  bacilli 
in  milk  has  been  practically  eliminated,  for  the  past  eleven  years  no  positive 
sample  has  been  obtained.  Since  1960,  because  of  this,  more  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  incidence  of  Brucella  abortus  in  milk  and  now  samples  are  examined 
for  this  as  a routine  measure.  Further  to  this,  with  the  introduction  of  the  use 
of  antibiotics,  samples  are  also  examined  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics. 

The  work  involved  with  meat  inspection  has  built  up  over  the  years. 
Up  to  the  1939-45  war,  in  addition  to  the  public  abattoir,  there  were  a number 
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of  private  slaughter-houses.  During  the  war  these  slaughter-houses  were  closed 
and  have  remained  closed.  Tuberculosis  in  food  animals,  at  one  time  the  cause 
of  much  meat  being  condemned,  now  has  been  practically  eradicated  in  bovine 
animals  and  to  a lesser  degree  in  pigs.  Regulations  concerning  hygiene  in 
slaughter-houses  came  into  operation  during  1958  as  also  did  regulations  relating 
to  cruelty  to  animals. 

As  the  range  of  foods  in  general  use  increased,  so  the  sampling  of  food 
has  varied  and  now  where  appropriate  the  food  is  examined  for  such  things 
as  preservatives  and  colouring  matter.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  1960’s  a 
systematic  enquiry  was  commenced  extending  over  a period  of  two  years  into 
the  extent  of  the  contamination  of  foodstuffs  by  toxic  chemicals  especially 
organo-chlorine  pesticides. 

As  previously  mentioned,  at  the  incorporation  of  the  Borough,  housing 
conditions  were  appalling  and  even  at  this  time  houses  were  being  built  without 
drains.  Towards  the  end  of  the  1870’s  work  was  begun  on  the  levelling  and 
paving  of  streets  and  more  attention  was  being  paid  to  defects  and  conditions 
in  existing  houses.  House-to-house  visits  commenced  and  houses  were  demolished 
because  of  their  unfit  state.  In  the  early  1900’s  housing  inspection  on  similar 
lines  as  today  was  introduced  but  it  was  not  until  1922  that  the  first  “unhealthy 
areas"  were  represented.  The  early  1930’s  saw  the  first  major  onslaught  on 
slum  clearance  and  the  first  clearance  area  was  represented.  Since  that  time 
there  have  been  154  areas  made  of  which  142  have  been  confirmed,  involving 
some  5,188  houses.  In  addition  many  individual  houses  have  been  demolished 
or  closed.  The  first  houses  to  have  been  built  by  the  Corporation  appear  to  be 
the  artisans’  dwellings  at  Turnbridge  during  1882/83.  No  further  building 
appears  to  have  been  carried  out  until  1914,  but  since  that  year  the  Corpor- 
ation have  built  some  11,331  houses. 

Houses  let-in-lodgings,  the  inspection  of  which  commenced  during  1898, 
have  reached  proportions  perhaps  never  envisaged.  European  immigrants 
entered  into  occupation  of  the  larger  substantially-built  houses  in  the  town 
after  the  1939-45  hostilities.  During  the  past  few  years  the  number  of  such 
houses  has  increased  with  the  coming  into  the  country  of  Commonwealth 
immigrants.  The  known  number  of  these  houses  is  at  present  291,  at  one  period 
it  fell  to  only  32. 

With  the  passing  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Act,  1949,  and  the 
Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960,  each  of  which  makes  provision  for  noise,  in  certain 
circumstances,  to  be  a statutory  nuisance,  a further  duty  was  added.  The  time 
occupied  in  investigating  complaints  of  noise  is  increasing  and  will  no  doubt 
increase  further  in  the  future. 

The  last  duty  of  any  magnitude  added  was  brought  about  by  the  passing 
of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  in  1963.  The  effect  of  this  is  to 
bring  these  premises  in  line  with  factories. 

Over  the  years  the  attitude  of  the  public  has  changed  considerably. 
From  a personal  knowledge  over  the  past  thirty  years,  it  has  been  very  notice- 
able. Formerly  the  public  would  attend  to  many  matters  themselves,  now  they 
bring  their  complaints  to  the  Department.  Perhaps  the  best  two  examples  are 
shown  by  the  number  of  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  and  complaints 
concerning  food.  Prior  to  1939  complaints  of  this  nature  were  practically  non- 
existent. 

Food,  housing,  atmospheric  pollution,  all  dealt  with  at  the  inception  of 
the  Borough  still  take  up  most  of  the  inspectors’  time.  Needless  to  say  many 
more  duties  have  been  added,  most  of  them  perhaps  of  a minor  nature  in 
relation  to  the  above,  but  all  of  them  of  some  importance  in  themselves.  The 
majority  of  these  duties  have  been  added  since  the  1940’s  and  early  1950’s. 

One  could  go  on  at  length  enumerating  all  the  duties  which  now  fall  to 
the  lot  of  the  public  health  inspectorate,  who  in  1868  only  dealt  with  inspection 
for  nuisances  and  examination  of  food,  mention  is  made,  however,  of  all  or 
most  of  these  duties  in  the  following  report  which  emphasises  how  many  and 
varied  these  duties  now  are.

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY 
LOCAL  ACTS,  BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  Houses  Let-in-Lodgings. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  291  houses  on  the  register  of  houses 
let-in-lodgings  as  provided  for  by  regulations  contained  in  the  Huddersfield 
Improvement  Act,  1871,  the  same  number  as  at  31st  December,  1967.  During 
the  year  8 houses  were  removed  from  the  register  and  8 added.  The  1,588  rooms 
in  these  houses  provide  accommodation  for  a maximum  of  8,406  persons.  This 
depends  upon  the  use  of  the  rooms,  the  standard  for  sleeping  rooms  being  300 
cubic  feet  per  person  and  for  combined  living  and  sleeping  rooms,  600  cubic 
feet  per  person.  (The  term  “person”  includes  man,  woman  and  child). 

During  the  year  certain  standards  were  fixed  under  the  sections  of  the 
Housing  Acts,  1961  and  1964,  relating  to  houses  let-in-lodgings.  Management 
Orders  provided  for  in  the  Housing  Act,  1961,  were  made  and  served  in  respect 
of  3 houses  and  notices  were  served  under  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Housing  Acts.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  notices  had  not  expired. 
Informal  notices  were  also  served  in  respect  of  3 houses,  drawing  attention  to 
the  requirements  of  the  1961  Act.  In  addition  to  the  above  notices,  notices  were 
also  served  under  the  regulations  contained  in  the  local  act.

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2.  Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  is  1 common  lodging  house  in  the  Borough  providing  accommo- 
dation for  27  persons  in  4 rooms.  16  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 
Conditions  were  generally  satisfactory.  The  work  on  providing  an  external  fire 
escape  to  the  premises  was  completed  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  common  lodging  house,  other  premises  known  as  the 
“Central  Hostel’’  have  been  provided  by  the  Corporation,  and  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Estate  and  Property  Management  Department.  Accommodation 
provided  at  the  31st  December  1968,  was  for  40  males.  Regular  inspection  is 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  any  structural  defect  or 
unsatisfactory  condition  is  notified  to  the  Estate  and  Property  Management 
Department. 

3.  Offensive  Trades 

There  are  5 premises  in  the  Borough  where  offensive  trades  are  carried 
on.  60  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year.  Several  complaints  of 
smells  have  been  received  concerning  one  of  the  premises.  On  advice  from  the 
suppliers  of  the  plant  and  after  investigation  when  it  was  considered  that  the 
smells  were  due  to  the  fact  that  the  water  supply  to  one  of  the  machines  was 
not  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  an  order  was  given  to  the  Waterworks  Depart- 
ment for  a new  service  to  be  laid  from  the  water  main  direct  to  the  particular 
machine. 

During  the  year  the  conditions  at  one  of  the  premises  were  found  to  be 
such  that  authority  was  obtained  for  proceedings  to  be  taken  against  the 
occupier  for  breaches  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960.  The 
case  was  heard  in  the  Magistrates’  Court,  5th  February,  1969.  The  defendants 
pleaded  guilty  to  4 summons  and  were  fined  a total  of  £10. 

4.  Hairdressers 

(a)  The  number  of  premises  registered  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  319,  an  increase  of  20  during  the  year.  These  comprise  225  ladies’  hair- 
dressers, 81  gentlemen’s  hairdressers  or  barbers  and  13  for  both  ladies  and 
gentlemen.  89  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year  and  con- 
ditions were  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  The  number  of  persons  registered  as  itinerant  hairdressers  is  10  (1  ladies’ 
hairdresser  and  9 gentlemen’s  hairdressers),  an  increase  of  1 gentlemen’s  hair- 
dresser during  the  year. 

5.  Massage  and  Special  Treatment 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  23  establishments  on  the  register,  a 
decrease  of  1 during  the  year.  27  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  and  the  condi- 
tions generally  were  satisfactory. 

The  use  of  the  establishment  for  massage  and  special  treatment  carried 
on  by  a registered  member  of  the  Chartered  Society  of  Physiotherapy  and 
which  required  inspection  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  a registered 
medical  practitioner  ceased  during  the  year. 


6.  Noise  Nuisance 

During  the  year  20  complaints  were  received  of  alleged  noise  nuisances. 
Each  complaint  was  thoroughly  investigated.  In  10  cases  the  noise  complained 
of  could  not  be  considered  to  be  a nuisance  or  concerned  noise  on  one  occasion 
only  and  which  has  not  been  repeated.  4 complaints  concerned  persistent  noisy 
behaviour  by  neighbours,  in  each  case  after  an  informal  approach,  no  further 
complaint  has  been  received.  2 complaints  concerned  ventilation  systems  at 
nearby  industrial  premises.  The  nuisances  were  abated  by  altering  the  running 
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speeds  of  the  fan  motors  and  in  one  of  the  cases  by  providing  additional  baffling 
to  the  exhaust.  A noisy  electric  motor  and  compressor  unit  to  a refrigerator 
was  re-sited  to  another  part  of  the  premises  where  it  no  longer  caused  nuisance 
to  nearby  householders.  Noise  from  a textile  factory  was  reduced  to  an  accept- 
able level  by  closing  doors  and  windows  on  the  side  of  the  factory  facing  houses. 
Another  complaint  concerning  excessive  noise  from  a works  loudspeaker  system 
was  dealt  with  by  adjusting  the  amplifier.  Blasting  at  a stone  quarry  caused 
several  house-holders  to  complain  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  advice  of 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Mines  and  Quarries  has  been  sought  to  ascertain  whether 
the  charges  being  used  are  excessive  and  whether  the  best  practicable  means 
are  being  employed  to  abate  or  reduce  the  nuisance. 

In  addition  investigation  has  continued  throughout  the  year  into  an 
alleged  noise  nuisance  from  an  engineering  works,  first  complained  of  in  1967. 
Visits  have  been  paid  late  at  night  and  early  in  the  morning  on  several  occasions. 
One  evening  during  a week-end  the  power  to  an  electric  sub-station  was  cut  off. 
Up  to  the  present,  however,  no  nuisance  has  been  found. 

7.  Tips 

Bye-laws  are  enforced  jointly  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department 
and  the  Health  Department. 

There  are  58  sites  in  the  Borough  where  tipping  has  been  or  is  being 
carried  on;  of  this  number  tipping  has  been  discontinued  on  35  sites. 

40  inspections  have  been  made,  either  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  or 
Rodent  Operatives.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  Where 
necessary  tips  are  treated  for  rodent  infestation.

Accidents 

Twenty-three  accidents  were  notified  during  1968,  a decrease  of  twelve 
compared  with  the  total  for  1967.  Eleven  of  the  accidents  were  not  investigated 
as  the  details  given  on  the  form  of  notification  showed  that  there  was  no  need 
for  an  investigation. 

Falls  again  account  for  the  largest  single  cause  of  accidents  - four  falls 
on  fixed  staircases  and  two  falls  on  the  same  level,  making  a total  of  six.  Four 
accidents  were  caused  while  handling  goods,  and  a further  four  were  caused 
by  falling  objects  - e.g.  an  unsteady  display  of  foods.  The  use  of  hand  tools,  i.e. 
tin-openers,  knives,  etc.,  caused  three  accidents,  and  collision  either  with  some 
object  or  with  another  person  also  caused  three  accidents.  Two  accidents  were 
caused  by  machinery,  either  in  motion  or  by  a part  not  in  motion,  and  one 
accident  resulted  from  a cause  not  easily  classifiable.  It  happened  to  a canteen 
assistant  who  was  opening  a bag  of  dish-washing-machine  powder.  Some  of  the 
powder  went  into  her  eye. 
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Of  the  two  accidents  caused  by  machinery,  one  was  caused  by  machinery 
in  motion.  In  this  case  an  untrained  young  assistant  was  using  a meat-slicing 
machine  without  either  guard  or  pressure  plate,  and,  as  a result,  she  removed 
a slice  of  skin  from  the  thumb  of  her  left  hand.  In  the  second  case  the  accident 
was  caused  by  machinery  at  rest.  A shop  assistant  at  a food  counter  was  clean- 
ing a meat-slicing  machine.  She  had  her  hand  underneath  the  machine,  to  clean 
the  under-side  of  the  edge  of  the  blade  when  a customer  demanded  in  a loud 
voice  how  much  longer  would  she  have  to  wait  for  attention.  This  distracted 
the  assistant’s  attention  and  as  she  turned  she  jabbed  her  finger  into  the  edge 
of  the  blade.  The  subsequent  injury  necessitated  three  stitches  across  the  nail 
of  the  middle  finger.

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Smoke  Control  Areas 

The  table  “Smoke  Control  Areas’’  shows  the  position  regarding  Smoke 
Control  Areas  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year.  No  new  areas  came  into 
operation  during  the  year.  Due  to  the  financial  position  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  the  operative  date  for  the  Longwood-Gledholt  area  was  postponed  from 
1st  July,  1968,  to  1st  July,  1969.  The  total  acreage  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  in 
operation  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  3,391,  involving  12,448  premises  of  which 
9,941  are  domestic. 

A postal  survey  of  a further  area  in  the  Salendine  Nook,  Lindley,  Oakes 
and  Birchencliffe  districts  of  the  Borough  was  completed  and  the  Council  made 
the  Huddersfield  (Lindley-Birchencliffe)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1968,  in  August 
declaring  the  area  surveyed  to  be  a Smoke  Control  Area  to  come  into  operation 
on  the  1st  November,  1969.  The  Order,  which  covers  a further  820  acres  and 
contains  3,863  premises  of  which  3,387  are  domestic,  was  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  with  modifications  on  the  28th  November,  1968.  A further  postal 
survey  was  commenced  on  an  area  in  the  Marsh,  Edgerton,  Birkby,  Grimscar 
Valley  and  Birchencliffe  districts  of  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  276  applications  for  grant  were  dealt  with  and  a total  of 
^38,623  was  paid  out  in  respect  of  1,108  dwellings.  13  applications  were  received 
requesting  the  Corporation  to  contribute  the  whole  cost  of  the  conversion  on 
the  grounds  of  financial  hardship.  9 of  these  requests  were  granted  and  in  a 
further  case  a grant  of  half  the  difference  was  made. 

3 notices  were  served  under  the  provisions  of  Section  12(2)  of  the  Act 
requiring  works  of  adaptions  to  be  carried  out  after  the  appropriate  Smoke 
Control  Order  had  become  operative.  At  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  been 
carried  out  in  respect  of  2 of  the  notices  and  legal  proceedings  were  commenced 
in  the  third  case. 

On  29  occasions  during  the  year  smoke  was  observed  coming  from 
chimneys  of  premises  in  smoke  control  areas.  In  27  cases  it  was  the  first  occasion 
on  which  a breach  of  the  provisions  of  a Smoke  Control  Order  had  been 
observed  at  the  premises  occupied  by  the  persons  concerned.  In  the  other 
cases  the  persons  had  been  warned  on  a previous  occasion,  in  each  case  during 
1963.  Cautionary  letters  were  sent  in  all  29  cases. 


Smoke  Observations 

Observations  are  regularly  kept  on  the  chimneys  of  industrial  premises, 
the  results  of  which  show  an  improvement  over  the  tendency  towards  poor 
maintenance  encountered  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  327  observations  were  made.  Dark  smoke  was  recorded 
on  22  occasions  but  in  none  of  the  cases  was  it  of  sufficient  duration  to  con- 
stitute an  offence. 

An  excessive  emission  of  smoke  from  a plant  registered  under  the  Alkali, 
etc.,  Works  Regulations  Act,  1906,  was  referred  to  H.M.  Inspector  who  later 
reported  that  this  was  found  to  have  been  caused  by  cleaning  fouled  dust 
arrestment  plant  and  that  the  appropriate  action  had  been  taken  to  prevent 
a recurrence. 


Smoke  Nuisances 

On  3 occasions  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notice  in  respect  of  smoke 
nuisances.  2 of  these  concerned  the  burning  of  industrial  waste.  The  other  con- 
cerned the  burning  out  of  scrap  motor  cars.  In  each  case  the  nuisance  was 
abated  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 
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Other  Forms  of  Pollution 

Co-operation  with  H.M.  Inspector  under  the  Alkali,  etc.,  Works  Regu- 
lations Act,  1906,  still  continues.  Apart  from  the  case  mentioned  under  “Smoke 
Observations”,  it  was  found  necessary  to  notify  him  on  3 occasions  of  matters 
coming  within  his  jurisdiction.  The  first  case  concerned  the  emission  of  a whitish 
plume  from  a newly-constructed  stack  which  was  found  on  investigation  to 
coincide  with  the  commissioning  of  new  plant  which  was  being  brought  to  full 
load  for  the  first  time.  The  necessary  adjustments  and  modifications  were  made. 
The  second  case  concerned  the  general  emisson  of  fumes  from  chemical  works 
in  the  Borough.  The  third  complaint  concerned  the  discolouration  of  washing 
due  to  some  greenish  coloured  substance.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that 
the  emission  was  from  a spray  drying  machine  fitted  with  a washer  to  remove 
fine  particles  of  colour  carried  over  by  the  drying  fan.  On  changing  colour  the 
workmen  had  shut  off  the  washer  before  cleaning  out  but  had  omitted  to  stop 
the  drying  fan.  The  company  were  advised  on  steps  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that 
there  could  be  no  recurrence. 


MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

There  are  seven  stations  in  the  Borough  where  daily  readings  are  taken 
of  smoke  and  sulphur  concentrations.  These  are  situated  at  the  Market  Hall, 
Moldgreen,  Leeds  Road  Day  Nursery,  Outlane,  Milnsbridge  Day  Nursery, 
South  Crosland  Voluntary  School  and  Brook  House,  Greenhead  Road.  With 
the  apparatus  installed  at  these  stations  air  is  drawn  from  the  outside  through 
glass  tubing  by  means  of  an  electric  pump,  the  volume  being  measured  by  a 
gas  meter.  This  measured  quantity  of  air  passes  through  a filter  pad  and  from 
the  intensity  of  the  stain,  resulting  from  solid  impurities  in  the  air,  the  amount 
of  smoke  is  obtained.  This  is  expressed  as  a daily  mean  concentration  in  micro- 
grammes per  cubic  metre.  The  air  is  then  passed  through  a chemical  solution 
from  which,  by  titration,  the  sulphur  dioxide  is  calculated.  This  is  also 
expressed  in  micro-grammes  per  cubic  metre.

Of  the  56  cases  dealt  with,  10  were  of  bugs  and  46  of  fleas. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  during  the  year  wasp  nests  were  destroyed  on 
51  premises,  and  spraying  was  carried  out  on  23  occasions  for  cockroaches, 
on  2 occasions  for  ants  and  on  one  occasion  each  for  flies,  crickets,  red  mites 
and  silver  fish. 

18  houses  were  “rough  cleaned”,  where  the  occasion  warranted,  prior 
to  cleaning  either  by  home  helps  or  relatives  of  those  occupying  the  houses. 
In  addition  surplus  old  furniture  and  soiled  bedding  were  removed  for  destruc- 
tion. This  work  was  undertaken  where  the  occupants  were  either  elderly  or 
not  capable  of  cleaning  the  house  themselves. 

To  keep  a check  on  the  condition  of  second  hand  furniture  as  regards 
verminous  infestation,  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  second-hand  furniture  and  clothing  dealers’  premises.  During  the  year  8 
inspections  were  made  and  in  no  case  was  any  vermin  found.

Co-ordination  with  Other  Departments. 

Plans  of  new  buildings  and  alterations  to  buildings  submitted  to  the 
Highways  and  Town  Planning  Committee  are  examined,  and  any  proposal  which 
does  not  comply  with  the  Acts  or  Regulations  enforced  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment is  noted  and  the  plans  amended  accordingly. 

Improvement  grants  are  administered  by  the  Borough  Architect. 
Where  an  owner  makes  an  enquiry  or  applies  for  an  improvement  grant  the 
Borough  Architect  consults  the  Health  Department  and  an  opinion  is  expressed 
on  any  action  likely  to  be  taken  under  the  Housing  Act. 

As  a result  of  these  enquiries  and  applications  287  inspections  have  been 
made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors.

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  registered  premises  was  6.  17  visits 
were  paid  to  these  premises  during  the  year  and  conditions  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  There  are  no  premises  in  the  Borough  where  rag  flock  is  manu- 
factured. 

9 samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  prescribed  tests,  5 samples 
were  of  filling  materials  and  4 consisted  of  stuffed  toys.  2 of  the  samples  of  filling 
materials  and  1 toy  failed  the  prescribed  tests. 

The  toy,  a rabbit,  had  been  made  in  Japan  and  was  stuffed  with  wood 
wool.  It  was  reported  as  unsatisfactory  in  that  it  contained  3%  soluble  extracted 
matter  which  was  above  the  limit  of  1.5%  prescribed  by  regulations.  The 
analyst  did  report,  however,  that  it  may  be  that  the  wood  from  which  the  wood 
wool  was  derived  is  a different  type  to  the  trees  from  which  wood  wool  in  this 
country  is  manufactured,  which  seems  to  be  Scandinavian  softwoods.  He  did 
not  think  it  would  be  harmful  in  a soft  toy  from  a health  point  of  view.  The 
retailers  selling  the  toy  were  notified  of  the  report  and  immediately  withdrew 
all  the  stock  of  the  particular  toy  from  sale  and  notified  their  head  office,  who 
in  turn  notified  all  their  branches. 

2 samples  of  Black  Woollen  Felt  both  from  the  same  supplier,  but 
obtained  from  different  companies,  failed  the  prescribed  tests. 

The  first  sample  was  found  to  contain  46  parts  per  100,000  of  chloride 
as  soluble  chlorides,  whereas  the  regulations  prescribe  a limit  of  30  parts  per 
100,000.  Authority  to  take  proceedings  against  the  company  using  the  felt 
was  obtained.  The  case  was  heard  in  the  Huddersfield  Magistrates’  Court, 
1 1th  October,  1968.  The  Company  pleaded  not  guilty  and  brought  into  the  case 
the  suppliers  of  the  felt  who  also  pleaded  not  guilty.  The  latter  Company  was 
found  guilty  and  fined  £50. 

In  the  second  case  the  sample  was  found  to  contain  41  parts  per  100,000 
of  chloride  as  soluble  chlorides.  Legal  Proceedings  are  pending  in  respect  of 
this  sample. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Two  full-time  operatives  are  engaged  on  dealing  with  surface  infestations. 
All  work  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  recommendations  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  substances  used  for  treatments 
are  Warfarin  and  Raticate  for  rats  and  Alphakil,  Warfarin  and  D.D.T.  tracking 
dust  for  mice.  In  addition  Zinc  Phosphide  is  used  where  the  pre-baiting  method 
is  employed. 

During  the  year  1,384  complaints  of  infestation  were  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment. Of  these  complaints  493  were  in  relation  to  rats.  Most  of  the  infestations 
were  of  a minor  nature. 

Wherever  drains  are  suspected  to  be  a source  of  rat  infestations  they 
are  smoke  tested  under  the  provisions  of  Section  48  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  During  the  year  6 drains  were  tested  of  which  only  1 was  found  defective 
and  a likely  source  of  infestation. 

Maintenance  of  treatments  of  the  sewers  is  carried  out  by  the  Borough 
Engineer’s  Department  under  contract.

Free  washing  facilities  are  provided  at  all  Conveniences  where  space 
permits. 

At  the  Market  Place  Convenience  (“Ladies”  and  “Gentlemen”)  an 
attendant  is  on  duty  at  each  place  throughout  the  time  the  conveniences  are 
open.  Washing  facilities  with  hot  water  are  provided  at  a charge,  and  there  are 
also  free  washing  facilities.  Washing  facilities  with  hot  water  are  also  provided 
free  at  one  other  ladies’  convenience.  For  a trial  period  at  the  Market  Place 
Conveniences  medium  size  disposable  paper  towels  were  provided  in  place  of 
small  linen  towels.  These  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  use  of  linen  towels 
has  been  discontinued. 

Four  men  with  two  vans  are  employed  on  cleaning  the  conveniences. 
One  lady  cleaner  is  employed  part-time  only. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  convenience  for  gentlemen  near  the 
Gas  Works,  Leeds  Road,  was  demolished  with  the  improvement  of  Leeds  Road 
to  its  junction  with  St.  Andrew’s  Road.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was 
commenced  on  the  erection  of  conveniences  for  ladies  and  gentlemen  on  the 
west  side  of  Southgate,  near  the  Beast  Market,  these  replace  the  old  Southgate 
conveniences  demolished  some  time  ago  for  road  improvement.  The  conven- 
iences are  designed  to  resist  vandalism  so  far  as  is  possible. 

Wilful  damage  to  fittings  and  the  fabric  of  the  conveniences  still  con- 
tinues at  a depressing  rate.  In  many  instances  newly  glazed  windows  have 
been  broken  before  the  putty  has  had  time  to  set.  At  some  conveniences  the 
damage  to  soap  and  towel  dispensers  and  toilet  roll  holders  renders  it  practically 
impossible  to  maintain  the  standards  of  service  which  the  majority  of  the 
public  deserves. 


Fairs  Sanitary  Accommodation 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year  a Fair  was  held  at  Canker  Lane,  Leeds 
Road.  Tub  closets  were  provided  by  the  Markets  and  Fairs  Department.  On 
each  occasion  the  conveniences  were  inspected  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  the  time  the  Fair  was  open  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


CINEMAS 


There  are  3 cinemas  in  the  Borough.  During  the  year  visits  have  been  paid.

Conditions  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  at  2 premises.  Breaches  of  the  conditions  of  the  licence  were  found 
at  one  of  the  premises.  The  necessary  works  to  remedy  these  matters  were 
executed  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 


THE  NIGHTDRESSES  (SAFETY)  REGULATIONS,  1967 

5 nightdresses,  4 children’s  and  1 adult’s  were  purchased  during  the  year 
and  submitted  for  examination  and  testing.  1 children’s  nightdress  was  reported 
upon  as  being  unsatisfactory  in  that  some  of  the  sewing  thread  used  below  the 
waist  was  a blend  of  cotton  and  polyester  fibre  and  this  thread  would  not  melt 
with  the  application  of  heat  in  conjunction  with  the  nylon  fabric  of  which  the 
garment  was  made. 

On  being  notified  of  the  unsatisfactory  report,  the  retailers  withdrew 
from  sale  garments  of  the  same  batch  which  they  had  in  stock  and  notified  their 
wholesaler  and  manufacturer.  The  wholesaler  had  other  similar  garments 
tested  which  were  found  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.  The 
conclusion  arrived  at  was  that  the  original  garment  was  from  a batch  where 
a blended  thread  had  been  mistakenly  used.

Milk  Supplied  to  Schools 

All  schools  in  the  Borough  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Education  Depart- 
ment are  supplied  with  pasteurised  milk. 

Samples  of  all  milk  in  the  Borough,  including  milk  supplied  to  schools, 
are  obtained  regularly  by  the  Health  Department  for  examination  and  prescribed 
tests. 


Milk  Bottles/Complaints  of  Milk 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  milk  bottles  being  in 
a dirty  condition.  One  complaint  was,  however,  received  of  milk  containing 
dirt.  The  milk  was  bottled  by  a producer  out  of  the  Borough. 

On  examination  the  “dirt”  was  found  to  consist  of  particles  of  vegetable 
debris,  sand  and  grit.  The  producer  was  interviewed  and  shown  the  milk,  a 
caution  was  given. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK 

Tubercle  Bacilli 

Seven  samples  of  milk  have  been  examined  during  the  year  for  tubercle 
bacilli  and  for  the  eleventh  year  in  succession  no  sample  was  found  to  be 
positive. 


Brucella  Abortus 

During  the  year  135  samples  of  milk  have  been  examined  and  9 found 
to  contain  brucella  abortus.  Two  samples  were  of  milk  from  herds  in  the 
Borough  and  7 from  milk  produced  out  of  the  Borough.  So  far  as  the  Borough 
cases  are  concerned  there  were  2 notices  still  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year 
requiring  the  milk  from  1 1 cows  to  be  heat  treated  before  being  sold  for  human 
consumption. 

Further  to  the  above,  one  notice  was  still  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year 
in  respect  of  one  cow,  already  the  subject  of  a notice,  which  was  moved  to  other 
premises. 

In  addition  2 notices  were  served  on  producers  in  the  Borough  by  reason 
of  the  producers  themselves  submitting  samples  to  the  Public  Health  Labor- 
atory, through  their  Veterinary  Surgeon.  15  cows  were  involved.  These  notices 
were  withdrawn  during  the  year  on  the  cows  being  disposed  of. 

Four  other  notices  served  prior  to  1968  were  withdrawn  during  1968. 

In  tracing  infection  of  milk  83  samples  from  individual  cows  were  taken, 
of  which  1 1 were  found  to  be  positive. 

In  respect  of  milk  from  cows  on  premises  outside  the  Borough  8 notices 
were  still  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  these  one  was  in  respect  of  infection 
first  traced  in  1964,  one  in  respect  of  infection  first  traced  in  1965  and  one  in 
respect  of  infection  first  traced  in  1967.  This  continuation  of  notices  is  brought 
about  by  the  fact  that  on  re-sampling  infection  was  found  in  cows  in  the 
remainder  of  the  herd. 

Two  notices  respecting  cows  on  premises  outside  the  Borough  were 
withdrawn  during  1968. 

During  the  year  3 cases  of  brucellosis  in  humans  were  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department.  In  2 cases,  with  the  result  of  sampling,  it  was  found 
that  the  milk  supply  was  infected  with  brucella  abortus.  In  the  third  case  the 
illness  was  so  long  standing  that  it  was  considered  it  could  not  be  connected 
with  the  family’s  present  milk  supply. 


Antibiotics  in  Milk 

During  the  year  45  samples  of  milk  have  been  examined  for  the  presence  of 
antibiotics.  In  only  one  case  were  antibiotics  found,  in  a sample  of  milk  pro- 
duced out  of  the  Borough.  The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the  district  in  which 
the  premises  were  situated  and  the  County  Milk  Regulations  Officer  were 
notified.

School  Kitchens. 

School  kitchens  are  inspected  periodically  and  any  unsatisfactory 
conditions  reported  to  the  Education  Authority. 
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Proceedings  taken. 

During  the  year  authority  was  given  for  proceedings  to  be  taken  in 
respect  of  breaches  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  in  four 
instances,  two  against  the  proprietors  of  bakehouses,  one  against  the  proprietors 
of  a shop  and  one  against  the  proprietor  of  tripe  manufacturing  premises. 

In  the  first  case  which  was  heard  in  the  Magistrates’  Court,  on  the  29th 
November,  1968,  the  proprietor  of  a bakehouse  pleaded  guilty  to  4 summons 
and  was  fined  a total  of  £40. 

In  the  second  case,  which  was  heard  in  the  Magistrates’  Court  on  the  8th 
January,  1969,  the  proprietor  of  a bakehouse  pleaded  guilty  to  one  summons, 
but  not  guilty  to  3.  He  was  found  guilty  on  all  and  fined  a total  of  £40. 

In  the  third  case  which  was  heard  on  the  same  day,  the  principal  defend- 
ant pleaded  guilty  to  5 summons  on  behalf  of  himself  and  five  other  defendants 
and  was  fined  a total  of  £50. 

In  the  fourth  case,  which  was  heard  in  the  Magistrates’  Court  on  the  5tli 
February,  1969,  the  proprietor  of  the  tripe  manufacturing  premises  pleaded 
guilty  to  4 summons  and  was  fined  a total  of  £70. 


HAWKERS  OF  FOOD  AND  THEIR  PREMISES 

Section  45  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Act,  1949,  requires  the 
registration  of  hawkers  of  food  and  their  premises.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
number  of  persons  and  premises  registered  was  28,  a decrease  of  2 during  the 
year.  During  the  year  visits  were  paid  to  the  premises.  The  conditions  were 
generally  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  25  registered  hawkers  of  food  coming 
into  the  Borough  from  premises  outside  the  Borough;  this  is  an  increase  of  7 
during  the  year.  In  these  cases  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  district 
in  which  the  premises  of  the  hawkers  are  situated  is  asked  for  his  observations. 


MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926 

Routine  checks  have  been  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  various 
Marking  Orders  made  under  the  Act.  Where  contraventions  were  noted  cautions 
were  issued.  In  no  case  was  it  thought  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
in  respect  of  non-compliance  with  the  Marking  Orders. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887 

A sample  of  brandy  taken  in  routine  sampling,  was  on  examination, 
found  to  contain  4.7%  water.  After  due  consideration  it  was  decided  that  the 
best  method  in  this  case  was  to  proceed  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887, 
rather  than  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Authority  to  take  proceedings  was 
obtained  and  the  brewery  concerned  were  proceeded  against  under  Section  2 
of  the  Act.  The  case  was  heard  at  the  Huddersfield  Magistrates’  Court  on  15th 
January,  1969.  The  Company  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  £5  and  £4  14s.  6d 
costs. 

Trade  Descriptions  Act,  1968 

This  Act  came  into  operation  near  the  end  of  the  year.  It  replaces  and 
extends  the  provisions  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Acts  and  imposes  a duty  on 
local  authorities  to  enforce  it.  Its  provisions,  which  duplicate  existing  powers 
in  relation  to  food  and  drugs,  animal  feeding  stuffs,  fertilisers  and  feeding  stuffs, 
fabrics  and  textiles,  in  addition  to  those  relating  to  live  animals,  are  to  be 
administered  by  the  Health  Department. 
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IMPORTED  FOOD  REGULATIONS,  1968 

These  Regulations  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  August.  1968,  and  contain  measures  for 
the  protection  of  public  health  in  relation  to  imported  foods. 

Matters  of  importance  are  that  where  customs  examination  of  the  food 
has  been  completed  at  the  port  of  entry,  including  an  airport,  and  the  authorised 
officer  of  that  authority  considers  it  expedient,  having  regard  to  the  nature 
of  the  container  in  which  the  food  is  imported,  that  the  examination  of  the 
food  should  be  deferred  until  the  food  reaches  a specified  place  of  destination 
elsewhere  in  England  or  Wales,  or  where  the  importer  gives  an  undertaking 
to  the  authority  at  the  port  of  entry,  an  undertaking  in  writing,  that  the  con- 
tainer has  been  sealed  and  will  not  be  opened  until  it  reaches  the  place  of 
destination  specified  in  the  undertaking,  the  receiving  authority  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  execution  and  enforcement  of  the  regulations  in  respect  of 
that  food. 

Notification  has  to  be  given  to  the  receiving  authority  as  soon  as  possible 
that  either  the  food  has  not  been  examined  and  a description  of  the  food  given 
so  that  it  can  be  easily  identified  or  send  them  a copy  of  the  undertaking  referred 
to  above. 

At  the  present  there  are  only  two  firms  in  the  Borough  importing  food 
to  which  the  above  provisions  of  the  regulations  apply,  one  importing  from 
Ireland  and  one  from  the  Continent.  Five  samples  of  the  continental  food  were 
obtained,  all  five  were  satisfactory  as  regards  the  food  which  was  in  containers 
for  retail  sale.  The  labels  in  four  cases,  however,  were  irregular.  The  correct 
name  of  some  of  the  ingredients  were  not  given  and/or  some  items  were  omitted. 
On  representation  to  the  firm  the  labels  were  amended  to  conform  to  the 
Labelling  of  Food  Order  before  being  released  for  retail  sale. 
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PUBLIC  ABATTOIR— MEAT  INSPECTION 

All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Abattoir  with  the  exception 
of  one  private  slaughterhouse  used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  for  human 
consumption. 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  at  the 
time  of  slaughter  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  who  are  certified  Meat  and  Food 
Inspectors.  All  carcases  passed  fit  for  human  consumption  are  marked  with  a 
stamp  identifying  the  Inspector  by  whom  the  inspection  was  carried  out.

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EXTRANEOUS  MATTER  IN  FOOD 

54  complaints  were  received  of  food.  The  majority  of  the  complaints 
concerned  food  in  a mouldy  condition  or  containing  foreign  matter.

In  9 cases 
it  was  found  that  although  the  complaints  may  have  been  justified  the  food 
was,  in  fact,  harmless  and  wholesome.  In  all  cases  where  it  was  thought 
necessary,  and  where  proceedings  were  not  taken,  a caution  was  given.  Legal

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PESTICIDES  AND  OTHER  TOXIC  CHEMICALS  IN  FOOD 


In  1966  a scheme  was  proposed,  and  later  put  into  operation,  which  would 
enable  a systematic  enquiry  to  be  carried  out  into  the  extent  of  contamination 
of  foodstuffs  by  toxic  chemicals  (particularly  organo-chlorine  pesticide  residues), 
the  scheme  to  be  spread  over  a period  of  2 years.  The  scheme  was  completed 
during  the  year.  It  has  yet  to  be  decided  whether  or  not  the  scheme  should  be 
continued  for  a further  period.  For  the  present  the  question  is  in  abeyance. 

To  complete  the  scheme  so  far  as  this  Authority  is  concerned  3 samples 
of  foodstuffs  were  obtained  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  consisting  of 
imported  pears,  imported  apples,  and  eggs.  Copper  to  the  extent  of  260  parts 
per  1,000  million  was  found  in  the  pears,  Gamma  B.H.C.,  D.D.T.  and  D.D.E. 
were  found  in  the  apples  and  dieldrin,  D.D.E.  and  D.D.T.  were  found  in  the  eggs. 
With  the  exception  of  the  amount  of  D.D.T.  found  in  the  apples,  the  amount  of 
pesticides  was  well  under  the  limits  suggested  by  the  Association  of  Public 
Analysts.  The  amount  of  D.D.T.  in  the  apples  only  exceeded  the  suggested 
amount  by  5 parts  per  1,000  million.  The  total  amount  of  55  parts  per  1,000 
million  was  very  much  below  the  limits  prescribed  by  some  foreign  and  Common- 
wealth countries. 

The  Interim  Report  on  “Pesticide  Residues  in  Foodstuff”  dealing  with 
the  first  year’s  work  of  the  scheme  came  out  early  in  1969.  The  report  contains 
information  on  why  the  scheme  was  introduced,  the  preparation  of  the  sampling 
scheme,  the  zoning  of  participant  authorities,  foodstuffs  included  in  the  scheme, 
sampling  procedure,  collection  of  results,  testing  procedure,  reporting  limits, 
expression  and  consideration  of  results  and  subject  matter  on  various  pesticide 
and  metal  residues. 

In  the  Summary  to  the  Report  it  is  stated  that  “This  Interim  Report 
of  the  results  obtained  in  the  first  year  of  the  National  Pesticide  Residues 
Survey  shows  that  traces  of  residues  of  pesticides  were  present  in  a significant 
number  of  foods  examined.  In  general,  the  amounts  found  were  small  and 
tended  to  follow  a pattern  that  corresponded  with  the  known  use  of  pesticides 
upon  certain  crops.  There  were,  however,  some  samples  in  which  the  residues 
did  not  fit  in  with  the  normal,  good  agricultural  or  horticultural  practice,  and 
others  in  which  the  origin  of  the  pesticide  was  less  obvious. 

According  the  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge  of  these  substances 
there  would  appear  to  be  no  short-time  hazard  associated  with  the  amounts 
found  during  the  first  year  of  this  Survey.  Figures  for  the  “Acceptable  Daily 
Intake”  of  a number  of  pesticides  have  now  been  worked  out  by  an  International 
Committee,  but  there  are  still  a number  of  pesticides  for  which  no  such  levels 
have  been  prescribed.  Either  of  these  considerations  clearly  makes  it  desirable 
that  the  amounts  of  pesticide  residues  should  be  kept  as  low  as  practicable  and 
continuous  vigilance  to  this  end  is  essential”. 

It  is  also  stated  in  the  Report  that: — 

“It  must  be  stressed  that  the  present  Report  is  an  interim  one,  covering 
only  the  results  obtained  in  the  first  year,  and  before  any  statistical  examination 
has  been  made.  Any  conclusions  drawn  must  necessarily  be  tentative  and 
subject  to  modification  or  even  reversal  when,  at  the  end  of  the  second  year, 
the  combined  results  are  statistically  analysed”.

Twenty-six  samples  were  adulterated  or  irregular,  i.e.  6.4%  of  the  samples 
examined. 


Milk.  16  samples  were  found  to  be  adulterated  or  below  standard; 
13  were  deficient  in  fat,  the  deficiencies  ranging  from  8%  to  45%.  3 were  adult- 
erated with  between  8.3%  and  18.9%  of  added  water. 


Cheese.  2 samples  were  irregular  in  that  they  were  not  labelled  in 
accordance  with  the  Cheese  Regulations,  1965. 


Pork  Sausage.  One  sample  contained  sulphur  dioxide  preservative. 
It  was  irregular  because  the  presence  of  preservative  was  not  declared  by  suit- 
able label  or  notice. 


Effervescent  Drink  Powder.  One  sample  contravened  the  Labelling 
of  Food  Regulations.  Its  list  of  ingredients  was  printed  in  Italian;  it  should 
have  had  a corresponding  list  in  English. 


Tinned  Rhubarb.  A batch  of  five  tins  of  Rhubarb  was  found  to  be  in 
an  unsatisfactory  condition.  The  lacquer  on  the  inside  was  faulty,  allowing  the 
fruit  acids  to  attack  the  tinplate. 


Brandy.  One  sample,  labelled  70°  proof  contained  only  66.7%  of  Proof 
Spirit;  the  sample  had  evidently  been  diluted  with  water. 


Tinned  Vegetable  Salad  in  Mayonnaise.  2 samples  were  unsatis- 
factory. The  inside  surfaces  of  the  tins  were  badly  corroded.  Both  samples 
contained  excessive  amounts  of  tin,  and  one  was  adjudged  as  being  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 


Marinated  Mushrooms.  One  sample  of  this  commodity  was  sub- 
mitted; the  list  of  ingredients  was  found  to  be  incomplete. 


Buttered  Meringues.  These  contained  no  butter,  but  were  filled  with 
a margarine-type  fat.

Extra  samples  following  complaints  by  members  of  the  public 

Forty-four  samples,  comprising  a wide  range  of  foods,  were  submitted 
as  a result  of  complaints  by  members  of  the  public. 

Nine  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory  e.g.  white  pepper  with  an 
extra  strong  flavour,  a biscuit  containing  a pellet  of  burnt  flour,  a fried  fish 
which  had  absorbed  the  yellow  colour  of  the  batter,  potatoes  reported  as  tasting 
of  disinfectant,  a teacake  containing  a crumb  of  scorched  bread,  butter  alleged 
to  be  margarine,  and  so  on.  Some  of  these  complaints  have  arisen  because  the 
goods,  though  genuine  and  wholesome,  were  not  to  the  taste  of  the  customer. 

The  rest  of  the  complaints  arose  from  serious  irregularities.  The  following 
are  examples : — 

Food  affected  by  mould  and  other  growths. 

Two  samples  of  cheese,  of  a type  normally  free  from  mould,  were  badly 
affected  by  mould. 

Four  meat  pies  and  a cornish  pasty  were  all  so  mouldy  as  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

Four  tins  of  meat  were  condemned;  in  three  of  them  there  were  punctures 
in  the  tin  which  had  allowed  the  entry  of  mould  and  bacteria,  causing  spoilage 
of  the  contents. 

A carton  of  yoghurt  was  mouldy,  and  so  was  a date  and  walnut  loaf. 

There  was  a white  growth  on  boiled  beetroots;  this  was  shown  to  be  a 
film  of  yeast  cells.  A similar  development  was  found  on  black  olives  in  brine. 

A large  quantity  of  “suckers”  - which  were  sachets  of  soft  drink  intended 
to  be  frozen  to  produce  iced  lollies  - contained  a dark  green  deposit  in  nearly 
every  one.  This  was  found  to  be  a mixture  of  mould  and  algae.  The  latter  growth 
would  probably  have  survived  from  the  water  used  in  the  soft  drink. 

A batch  of  tins  of  tomatoes  was  found  to  have  a rusty  deposit  on  the 
outside.  We  found  that  this  was  due  to  splashes  of  sulphuric  acid;  the  acid 
contained  traces  of  arsenic. 


Bread 

Several  complaints  were  made  about  loaves  of  bread. 

In  one,  there  were  several  particles  of  metallic  tin. 

Another  loaf  was  affected  by  the  condition  known  as  “rope”.  This  is 
caused  by  bacteria  which  produce  sticky  crumb,  with  a sweetish  odour.  It  is 
probable  that  the  bread  had  been  wrapped  when  too  warm. 

In  another  loaf  there  was  a quantity  of  granular  matter.  This  was  largely 
made  up  of  pellets  of  faecal  substance  matted  together  by  webbing.  We  also 
found  the  dried  and  damaged  larva  responsible  for  this  development. 

An  insect  in  a sliced  white  loaf  was  shown  to  be  a wasp.  It  had  been  cut 
in  two  by  the  knives  of  the  slicing  machine. 
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Foreign  Bodies 

In  one  jar  of  jam  was  a splinter  of  wood,  and  in  another  a splinter  of 
glass;  there  was  also  broken  glass  in  a jar  of  mixed  salad. 

In  a bottle  of  milk  there  was  a sediment  of  grit  and  vegetable  debris. 

There  were  small  pellets  of  clay  in  rice,  a spider  beetle  inside  the  wrapper 
with  a bar  of  chocolate. 

In  a packet  of  semolina  was  a quantity  of  webbing  and  faecal  pellets 
typical  of  the  debris  left  by  the  larva  of  a moth.  On  further  search  we  found 
the  moth  which  had  developed  from  the  larva. 

A cheese  and  tomato  sandwich  was  submitted  because  it  contained  an 
insect  in  the  bread  portion;  it  was  a moth. 

There  was  a cigarette  end  in  a fruit  loaf. 

A piece  of  pork  was  brought  in  to  examine  what  appeared  to  be  flies’ 
eggs.  We  confirmed  the  suspicion,  and  in  two  days  the  eggs  hatched  with 
maggots. 

There  was  a mysterious  fruity  smelling  object  in  a bag  of  self-raising  flour. 
It  was  found  to  be  a mouldy  apple  core. 
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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 

During  the  year  18  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  boiling  plants 
for  waste  food  are  installed.  No  contraventions  were  discovered,  but  in  two 
cases  the  persons  responsible  were  requested  to  clean  up  the  premises.  This 
was  done  without  the  resort  to  formal  action.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
6 licensed  premises  in  the  Borough,  an  increase  of  one  during  the  year.  In  one 
case,  however,  the  plant  is  at  present  not  in  use,  the  pigs  not  being  swill  fed. 


FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926 

30  samples  were  obtained  during  the  year,  all  informal;  of  these  17 
were  of  fertilisers  and  13  of  feeding  stuffs. 

Only  one  sample,  that  of  a fertiliser,  was  reported  upon  as  unsatisfactory 
by  the  analyst.  The  statutory  statement  was  irregular  in  that  there  was  an 
excess  of  nitrogen.  The  manufacturer  was  informed. 


PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1933 

The  poisons  sold  by  persons  whose  names  are  on  the  list  of  sellers  consist 
mainly  of  ammonia,  phenol  disinfectants  and  insecticides.  The  traders  concerned 
are  grocers,  hardware  dealers,  hairdressers  and  agricultural  suppliers. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  list  was  147  and  the  number 
of  sellers  who  are  required  to  keep  a poisons  book  (Sec.  18  (2)  (b)  ) recording  the 
names  of  persons  to  whom  a poison  has  been  sold  is  2. 

There  were  147  visits  to  premises  during  the  year.

Tests  have  shown  that  plumbo-solvency  is  negligible  at  pH  values 
greater  than  7.0.  The  only  occasions  when  lead  was  found  in  the  water  were  in 
samples  of  raw  water  (pH  4.0  - 5.0)  drawn  from  taps  in  filter  stations  having 
lead  services.

Contamination 

In  December  the  Wessenden  Head  supply  was  contaminated  by  the 
introduction  of  a large  amount  of  phenolic  matter. 

This  was  caused  by  the  tipping  of  a large  quantity  of  industrial  waste 
in  a disused  quarry  on  the  Holmfirth  to  Greenfield  Road.  The  waste  contained 
a substantial  amount  of  water-soluble  phenolic  matter  which  was  washed  into 
the  reservoir  via  one  of  the  feeder  streams  passing  through  the  quarry. 

Phenolic  matter  alone  cannot  be  detected  by  taste  in  water,  but  when 
the  water  is  chlorinated  a strong  taste  of  “T.C.P.”  is  apparent. 

Because  of  this  unpleasant  taste  the  reservoir  was  taken  out  of  supply, 
and  steps  were  taken  to  remove  the  phenolic  matter  from  the  water.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING

The  shortage  of  labour  for  refuse  collection  was  not  so  acute  as  in 
previous  years  and,  consequently,  there  was  a big  improvement  in  the  frequency 
of  collection.  Most  areas  received  a weekly  collection  and  it  was  only  during  the 
weeks  immediately  following  Bank  Holidays  that,  in  one  or  two  cases,  frequen- 
cies up  to  12  days  were  recorded. 

The  service  of  removal  and  disposal  of  industrial  and  trade  waste  by 
means  of  Dempster-Dumpster  and  1J  cu-  yd-  containers  continued  to  grow  and 
more  and  more  concerns  are  becoming  aware  of  the  advantage  of  these  systems. 

The  scheme  for  the  free  collection  of  bulky  items  of  household  refuse 
worked  very  satisfactorily.  In  this  scheme  where  the  refuse  collectors  come 
across  articles  which  are  too  large  to  go  into  the  normal  collecting  vehicle,  a 
pre-paid  postcard  is  left  for  the  householder  to  complete  and  post  to  the  depart- 
ment. Collection  is  made  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  the  card,  usually 
within  7 days’  time.  During  the  year  672  postcard  requests  were  received  but, 
in  addition,  several  hundred  unrecorded  requests  by  telephone  were  also  dealt 
with.  Domestic  refuse  is  also  accepted  for  disposal  free  of  charge  and  trade 
refuse  on  payment  at  reasonable  rates  if  it  is  brought  to  Hillhouse  Depot  during 
normal  working  hours. 

In  spite  of  these  free  services  which  have  been  extensively  advertised 
at  no  small  expense,  the  dumping  of  refuse  has  continued  and  almost  every 
week  the  department  is  having  to  clean  up  one  dumping  ground  or  another. 

The  abandoning  of  vehicles  is  also  increasing  and  during  the  7 months 
since  the  coming  into  effect  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  64  vehicles  have  been 
removed. 

The  small  incinerator  at  Hillhouse  Depot  collapsed  beyond  repair  early 
in  the  year  and  refuse  is  now  disposed  of  entirely  by  tipping.  This  is  very  undesir- 
able as  there  are  many  items  of  refuse  which,  from  a health  point  of  view,  ought 
to  be  burnt.  In  addition,  available  tipping  space  is  nearly  exhausted,  there 
being  only  sufficient  for  a further  two  or  three  years. 

The  Committee  has  now  decided  on  direct  incineration  as  being  the  best 
method  of  disposal  of  the  town’s  refuse  and  plans  are  now  going  ahead  for  the 
erection  of  a modern  refuse  incinerator  as  early  as  possible.

Sewerage  Extensions 

Grimscar  Valley  Sewer  (^225,036)  was  commenced  on  the  2nd  January, 
1967.  This  scheme,  besides  providing  for  further  development  in  the  Birchen- 
cliffe  area,  will  relieve  widespread  flooding  in  Birkby  and  will  pick  up  sewage 
from  houses  and  farms  which  at  present  drain  via  septic  tanks  to  Grimscar 
Dyke.  The  scheme  was  completed  in  July,  1968. 

Leeds  Road  Sewer  Reconstruction  (^69,918)  was  commenced  on  the 
1st  May,  1967.  This  scheme  will  improve  the  drainage  of  an  area  of  1,000  acres, 
including  most  of  Bradley,  Deighton  and  Sheepridge,  relieve  flooding  in  the 
Parkway  sector  of  Leeds  Road  and  increase  the  sewage  pumping  capacity  for 
the  peripheral  area  of  Bradley  bordering  the  River  Calder.  The  works  are  now 
nearly  complete. 

Cowlersley  Sewer  (^42,230)  was  commenced  on  the  21st  October,  1967. 
This  scheme  besides  providing  for  further  development  off  Cowlersley  Lane, 
will  relieve  flooding  in  Morley  Lane,  Milnsbridge  area.  The  works  are  now  nearly 
complete.
